WHAT WOULD HARVEY SAY? 

Dear Editor, 

This letter is regarding Harvey Pekar’s Jan. 12, 
2001, article “Cubana Be Cubana Bop" [Music], 
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which is posted on your website. Mr. Pekar’s 
piece is very interesting; I’m glad to see that he 
includes Stan Kenton in his history of Cuban- 
influenced jazz, as he is often overlooked in this 
area. However, I spotted a few factual errors 
regarding George Shearing. 

George Shearing did indeed hire Cal Tjader on 
Jan. 16, 1953, but the other musicians named 
by Pekar were not part of his band at that time. 
It was Shearing, piano; Tjader, vibes, bongos, and 
timbales; Jean “Toots” Thielemans on guitar and 
harmonica; Al McKibbon, bass; and Bill Clark, 
drums. Some months later, Shearing hired Cuban 
conguero Candido Camera. Armando Peraza, who 
was Shearing’s conguero for the next 10 years, 
did not join the band until early in March 1954, 
and Tjader left about a month after that. Willie 


Bobo did play on the LP The Shearing Spell in 
1955, but Mongo Santamaria was never in any of 
Shearing’s bands. Shearing’s first recording with 
a Cuban accent was the self-penned tune “Drum 
Trouble”; it was made on March 13, 1953, and 
featured Tjader on bongos. Camera was featured 
on tunes such as “Tempo de Cencerro,” taped on 
Sept. 2, 1953. These are the earliest examples 
of Cuban-influenced records by George Shearing, 
and Tjader was primarily responsible for making 
it happen. 

I have been writing a biography on Cal Tjader 
for seven years (McFarland) and have an article 
on Cal Tjader in the current issue of the maga- 
zine Wax Poetics.

Rick Rolled 

Doesn’t anyone remember the Rick Perry campaign? 


Won’t you come home, Rick Perry? 

It was already embarrassing enough for 
true-blooded Texans that our governor was 
approaching invisibility in the GOP 
presidential polls, riding steadily 
along the margins of “miscel- 
laneous.” Now, given the f 
long-inevitable implosion 
of Herman “Pokemon” 

Cain and the rise of Newt 
“Child Labor” Gingrich 
- and Mitt Romney’s 
ongoing challenge for 
Most Goodhair - even 
the comedians have 
stopped making Perry 
jokes. You know you’re in 
trouble when Jon Stewart 
has forgotten you exist. 

But like the perennial Aggie joke 
that he remains, Perry seems determined to 
soldier on, recently announcing an effort to 
flood Iowa with state GOP stalwarts like 
Attorney General Greg Abbott and Comp- 
troller Susan Combs - that should certainly 
impress the Ron Paul foot soldiers already 
blitzing the Iowans, among whom Perry 
isn’t even the leading Texan. As of Wednes- 


day, The New York Times’ poll had Paul in 
third at 16% (effectively tied with Romney) 
and Perry breaking double-digits at 11%. 

There remain those who insist 
that Perry has enough time and 
money to turn things around, 
and though some of those 
eternal optimists are Texas 
reporters longing for D.C. 
expense accounts, the 
perplexing Gingrich 
rebound does make it 
clear that GOP voters 
still don’t know what 
they want. “Anybody but 
Romney” will eventually 
yield to “Anybody but Oba- 
ma,” though the Republican 
money boys must certainly be 
wondering if their devil’s bargain 
with the tea party will end in a collapse next 
fall. In that vein, it’s highly amusing to hear 
GOP kingmaker Karl Rove whining that 
Donald “Birther” Trump is making a mock- 
ery of the debates by trying to turn the next 
one into Candidate Apprentice. As Salon’s 
Alex Pareene noted this week, “The prob- 
lem for [Rove], right now, is that the actual 


people in his party seem to strongly prefer 
charlatans to proper candidates.” 

Snake Oil for Sale 

Except for the very real drawback that 
Perry entered the race trailing painful 
national memories of the last Texan presi- 
dent, he had every reason to believe that he 
could become the GOP’s next charlatan 
designate. And so it was at first, until he 
stepped on his tongue so many times dur- 
ing the debates that even George Will could 
no longer pretend he’s the second coming 
of Ronald Reagan. Perry’s ingrained habit 
of avoiding any prolonged public exposure, 
as well as his understandable expectations 
of gentle press treatment - with rare excep- 
tions, that’s what he’d always gotten in Tex- 
as - foundered on a national stage. With the 
Gingrich vs. Romney narrative now domi- 
nating the headlines, he’s having a very 
hard time grabbing any helpful coverage.

Headlines 

> City Council returns to the dais today (Thursday, 
Dec. 8) for what looks like final amendments 
and adoption of the Downtown Austin Plan - 

even though there’s some disagreement over 
making developers pay for denser zoning (see 
“City Hall Hustle,” p.22). The final meeting of the 
year is Dec. 15. 

Brigid Shea, who told the Chronicle last week 
she was considering a run against Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell this spring, took another step in 
that direction, filing paperwork naming Danette 
Chimenti as her campaign treasurer. Chimenti 
is a current Planning Commission member and 
active in neighborhood association politics. Also 
filing for a City Council run is Laura Pressley, 
an entrepreneur affiliated with council agitators 
Texans for Accountable Government and 
Fluoride Free Austin. 

> City Council’s Audit and Finance Committee 

considered the quandary posed by “ex-officio” 
membership on the Planning Commission this 
week. The City Charter allows the chair of the 
Board of Adjustment to serve on the Planning 
Commission - one of few citizen boards that 
make sovereign decisions instead of recommen- 
dations to City Council. No one took the charter 
up on its offer until current board Chair Jeff 
Jack recently started sitting on the Planning 
Commission. No decision was made this week if 
Jack could vote, but staff seems to be leaning 
against giving ex-officios a vote. 

Austin’s inaugural Grand Prix is on for 2012 after 
all, after an eleventh-hour deal was struck 
between Formula One and the Circuit of the 
Americas. After all parties resolved their finan- 
cial difficulties, the FIA World Motor Sport 
Council announced Dec. 7 that the U.S. Grand 
Prix will take place Nov. 18, 2012 (see “Formula 
One Back in Play,” p.32). 

Austin ISD Superintendent Meria Carstarphen 
has dropped the bombshell of her first annual 
facilities recommendations, prior to a Dec. 12 
board vote. The response to most of her propos- 
als - including turning Webb Middle School 
into a pre-K through eighth grade center - 
has been frosty, and trustees are split on her 
biggest request: turning over the Eastside 
Memorial Vertical Team to IDEA Public 
Schools as an in-district charter (see 
“Uncontrolled Experiments,” p.34). 

> The Sierra Club, Greenpeace, and other activ- 
ist groups kicked off a “Beyond Coal” campaign 
this week with a series of events aimed at spot- 
lighting the impact of mercury pollution in 
Texas - home to six of the 10 most polluting 
coal plants in the nation, according to new 
reports. TXU-Luminant’s Big Brown plant near 
Mount Pleasant topped the list. The campaign 
also seeks to wean the city off of coal by 2020. 

> A site plan for a luxury convention center hotel 

on Congress Avenue was expected to be filed with 
the city Wednesday, with $4.3 million in develop- 
ment fees already waived by City Council. A high- 
end JW Marriott will fill the spot once occupied 
by Las Manitas; White Lodging Services Corp. 
is set to break ground in early summer.

That explains the desperation of recruit- 
ing Arizona Sheriff Joe “Mad Dog” Arpaio 
to stump with him in New Hampshire - a 
state where the word “immigration” con- 
jures up the annoying carpetbaggers from 
suburban Boston. Northeasterners respond- 
ed to Arpaio’ s ravings about Perry’s border- 
blocking macho mainly by scratching their 
heads, but if Perry intends to run for gover- 
nor one more time, video of him waving the 
bloody Arpaio is not gonna go over well 
with the burgeoning Texas Hispanic vote. 

Similarly, Perry’s trumpeting of his “poli- 
cy” proposals - a balanced budget amend- 
ment, the flat tax, a part-time Congress, and 
“zero-based” foreign policy budgeting, etc. 

- reflect willful ignorance and cynicism in 
equal degrees: Promise the suckers savory 
snake oil, and they won’t notice that it’s 
both impossible and unconstitutional. 

Bloodier Than thou 

Perry’s predicament is amusing enough, 
but what’s really been illuminating about 
the race is that candidates are most loudly 
applauded for being bloodthirsty - whether 
for executing inmates, deporting “illegals,” 
or even consigning the uninsured to death 

- and find themselves in the most trouble 
for expressing any degree of humane policy 
or sentiment. Recruiting Arpaio was, of 
course, Perry’s desperate response to the 
charge of being too soft on immigration, 
because Texas law allows the grown chil- 
dren of undocumented immigrants to pay 
in-state college tuition (not that many of 
them can afford it these days). 

Gingrich has gotten into similar hot 
water for speculating that an immigrant 
family living here for 25 years might have 
earned the right (or at least the mercy) to 
stay. Ron Paul earns plaudits for advocat- 
ing abolition of as much of the social safety 
net as possible, including the minimum 
wage - but his ceiling with this ravenous 
crowd is on foreign policy, as he’s the only 
candidate who thinks the U.S. military 


empire is both an immoral and too-expen- 
sive project. Read it here, rEVOLutionaries: 
The GOP will never nominate a candidate 
who finds war and empire objectionable on 
any grounds. 

It’s in that sanguinary context that our 
governor forges onward, determined to 
prove to any voter still listening that he is 
much more ruthless than the rest of the 
field. He warned federal workers last week 
who might object to his states’ rights 
approach to health care that they could be 
transferred to “some really god-awful place.” 
Responded William Dougan of the National 
Federation of Federal Employees, “If 
Governor Perry wants to know what ‘a god- 
awful place’ looks like, he should imagine 
Texas without thousands of dedicated fed- 
eral employees defending its border, staff- 
ing its VA hospitals, and extinguishing its 
wildfires” ( The Washington Post, Dec. 1). 

It’s not rhetorical “gaffes” that have 
defined the Perry collapse; it’s the cavalier 
and frankly ignorant approach to public 
policy that he easily gets away with in Texas 
but that looks, well, unsophisticated to the 
national media and electorate. Romney and 
Gingrich are not only familiar national fig- 
ures; they’ve each mastered the ability to 
describe similarly ruthless policies in ways 
that make them seem “professional,” “expe- 
rienced,” “serious.” 

So Romney can recommend doing noth- 
ing and letting the foreclosure market - 
one-third of U.S. homes - “hit bottom,” and 
if he does so in measured, respectful tones, 
no pundit raises an eyebrow. Or Gingrich 
can advocate a “Long War” against the 
entire Middle East and Islam while pre- 
tending to be a “historian,” and commenta- 
tors praise his willingness to consider “big 
ideas.” In that brutal context, Perry’s cheer- 
ful endorsement of waterboarding seems 
just, well, kinda country. 

Come on home, Rick, and meditate on 
secession, and retirement. Them Yankees 
just don’t understand you. ■

What Price Density? 

COUNCIL TRIES TO FIND AN ECONOMIC BALANCE FOR 
DENSE DEVELOPMENT AND ITS PUBLIC COSTS 


How can you agree on the minutiae of 
actual policy when you haven’t agreed on 
its purpose? 

That question surfaced at City Council’s 
Tuesday work session; such sessions being 
wonkier, lower-key affairs than the regular 
Thursday meetings, they sometimes provide 
a little more breathing space for discussion 
amid the avalanche of agenda items. 

At issue once again was the matter hov- 
ering over the dais all fall into winter: adop- 
tion of the Downtown Austin Plan, and 
more specifically, wrangling over that plan’s 
Density Bonus Program, the th us-far 
unused zoning category requiring 
developers seeking to build 
beyond existing density lim- 
its to provide appreciable 
city benefits for the privi- 
lege instead of having it 
granted piecemeal and 
for free, as under the 
current Central Urban 
Redevelopment zoning. 

Ideally, this is a scenar- 
io in which the develop- 
er and the city share in 
the added benefit resulting 
from the extra allowance 
(usually coming in the form of 
an expanded “floor-to-area ratio” or 
FAR: e.g., being able to build 12 stories 
instead of six). Despite the Downtown 
Austin Plan being a work in progress for 
years, plus tweaks and postponements tak- 
ing center stage in council chambers for the 
last few months, philosophical alignment 
hasn’t occurred on whether density itself is 
a community benefit. 

Council hadn’t gathered Tuesday to dis- 
cuss the Downtown Austin Plan specifically, 
but density bonuses generally - despite 
their failure to be implemented Downtown, 
a bonus program has seen some success 
in transit-oriented developments and 
enormous gains in the University Neigh- 
borhood Overlay, where dense high-rise 
development has led to the creation of 
some 400 affordable units and raised 
$1.3 million for affordable housing (although 
the fees set for UNO are also up for review). 

No remarkably specific recommendations 
for Downtown emerged in time for council’s 
discussion and adoption of the plan at 
today’s meeting (Thursday, Dec. 8); indeed, 
the city staff’s presentation seemed to 
undermine such notions, with one conclu- 
sion in the presentation reading, “One size 
does not ‘fit all’; different parts of town will 
have different market environments that will 
require individual ‘prices.’” For example, the 
planned redevelopment of East Riverside 
won’t bear half as much density as infill on 
a non-Capitol View Corridor lot Downtown, 
so prices might need to be set a little lower 
as density bonuses attempt to share the 
extra income created by the city’s allowance 


fairly between the developer and city. If 
there’s less “bonus” to be shared, setting 
too high a price ensures nothing will be 
built. It’s a theme echoed in another of 
staff’s conclusions: “All other things being 
equal, too low is better than too high.” If a 
density bonus on developers is too low, this 
argument goes, then at least it can be reca- 
librated before a new, similar project starts, 
and the city retains a new tax source; too 
high, and nothing happens. 

“It’s almost a Gingrich kinda thing,” said 
Bill Spelman at one point. “A density 
bonus is essentially a tax on density.” He 
was discussing the best ways to 
set said tax - on a neighbor- 
hood-by-neighborhood, proj- 
V ect-by-project basis - but 
k conversation soon took a 
more philosophical turn. 
Among the “community 
benefits” denser devel- 
opers are supposed to 
offer - affordable hous- 
ing, green and aesthetic 
improvements, etc. - 
shouldn’t density itself be 
one of them? “I hear this 
from developers all the time,” 
Spelman added, noting their plea 
that “you shouldn’t be asking me for 
a bonus” when building densely Downtown. 
Density unquestionably belongs there and 
carries several inherit benefits: less traffic, 
less sprawl, and the like. (As one of the 
Hustle’s pals asked on Twitter, when will the 
city begin to “insist on community benefits 
from sprawl developers and not from dense 
developers?” Additionally, a recurrent theme 
in recent discussions there has been that 
density bonuses are only one - and possi- 
bly not the best - tool for providing afford- 
able housing, a topic deserving of more 
space than I can accommodate here.) 

Sounding a counter argument was 
Council Member Kathie Tovo: “When you 
have a developer who has purchased a lot 
to go 60 feet and they’ve suddenly doubled 
that, there’s an increasing financial benefit 
to that developer. Some of that economic 
benefit should be returned to the public in 
the form of a community benefit.” 

That led Mayor Lee Leffingwell to say 
that to “briefly play devil’s advocate: The 
additional density, in and of itself, is a com- 
munity benefit,” adding that Downtown “sub- 
sidizes the rest of the city” by producing 
more tax base than it takes in. 

Still, argued Council Member Laura 
Morrison, “The fact of the matter is, it’s not 
gonna be built unless there is some finan- 
cial benefit to the developer, and all we’re 
saying is, let’s share that financial benefit.” 
“The benefit to the community of the den- 
sity itself should be calibrated as a benefit,” 
Leffingwell responded. ■

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The Far View From the Water’s Edge 



This massive home on Far View, overlooking Lake Austin, has

The house at 3337 Far View sits on top of 
a cliff overlooking Lake Austin in far north- 
west Austin, and it’s big enough - and high 
enough - to see from some distance. After 
more than four years of nonpermit con- 
struction, red tags, commission hearings, 
and, finally, bartering for variances, it can 
almost be seen from City Hall - and city 
staff certainly recognize it by name. 

For the record, according to staff, a deal is 
close that would satisfy at least one of the 
major hurdles left in the Far View case - 
believe it or not, the color of a retaining wall. 
But neighbor and lake defender Alan Roddy 
says his battles are about more than simple 
lot-by-lot opposition to what he considers 
overconstruction on sensitive land. “No 
one’s really watching the lake right now,” he 
says. “It’s very unique. Not only do we have 
all the problems that any other neighbor- 
hood would have, but we’ve got shoreline 
erosion, we’ve got hydrilla, we’ve got, usu- 
ally, one way out when there’s a fire.” 

“The city needs to coordinate stuff out 
here,” he adds later. “You need dedicated 
staff that’s going to know the lake.” 

Though he’s certainly concerned with 
environmental matters and what he consid- 
ers a missed economic opportunity to attract 
tourists to the lake, it’s the typical neighbor- 
hood problems that have dogged him of 
late. He bites on a comparison to the gentri- 
fication of other areas of Austin. “It’s the 
same thing that happened in East Austin 
and South Austin,” he says. 

Roddy lives across the water from the Far 
View property. He says he got involved in the 
case when he first saw heavy equipment dan- 
gling off the cliff below the home. “It took 
them about two weeks with these large 
mechanical jackhammers - the ones on four 
wheels. They had this hydraulic arm that went 
out. It was really impressive,” he says. “At one 
time, they had this giant power shovel down 


off the edge of the cliff. ... It was cabled to a 
bulldozer up higher . . . and then I finally fig- 
ured out that it was just some good old engi- 
neering: Til cable you to my bulldozer, and 
we’ll let you down over the edge of the cliff.” 
Roddy believes it was part of an attempt to 
collapse the home’s former swimming pool 
down the cliff. At some point, the original pool 
had been damaged by shoddy work. When it 
became apparent that a major effort would be 
required, then-owners Wade and Sharlyn 
Threadgill decided to go with a full redesign. 
Their contractor’s plans called for two pools - a 
larger upper one and a smaller version down 
the cliff, somewhat below it - connected by a 
water slide. Roddy, some of his Edgewater 
neighbors, and, according to one city email, 
even the Threadgills’ own representative, began 
to call the project a “mini-Schlitterbahn.” 


“Do you know how much damage that 
would do to the cliff face?” asks Roddy. 

A glance at the city’s planning database 
shows that the pool wasn’t the only issue. 
Permit applications dating back to 2006 for 
various additions to the property - including 
a garage, a wine room, and a guest suite - 
had been through a host of reviews, holds, 
rejections, and eventual approvals. Images 
on a website set up by neighbors as some- 
thing of a clearinghouse for information 
about the case (www.lakeaustincollective.org/ 
integrity/3337FarViewSummary.html) show the 
growth of the Far View home from a hidden 
villa to a cliffside feature. By 2008, it had 
been red-tagged - the city’s version of a stop- 
work order - for “violating slope restric- 
tions,” according to an email from city envi- 
ronmental reviewer Betty Lambright. In the 


same email, Lambright summarized the sit- 
uation with the pool: “The homeowners have 
hired Jim Bennett to pursue a variance for 
the slopes and impervious cover. The plan 
hasn’t been submitted yet, but Jim has indi- 
cated that the owners want a ‘mini-Schlitter- 
bahn’ installed on the edge of the cliff.” 
Wade Threadgill calls that characteriza- 
tion “a bit of an exaggeration.” He notes 
that the contractors he and his wife had 
hired to redo the pool had contacted the 
water park for advice about the proposed 
slide. This, he thinks, is the origin of the 
mini-Schlitterbahn nickname. Threadgill - 
who points out that the evi- 
dence of such an action would 
be plenty visible - also dis- 
putes Roddy’s contention that 
the heavy equipment he saw 
dangling above Lake Austin 
was used to collapse the old 
pool down the side of the cliff. 

About a year ago, after two 
and a half years of construc- 
tion, the Threadgills sold 3337 
Far View. Wade says his wife 
fell in love with a spot in 
Steiner Ranch, where they 
sought refuge during the Far View project. 
The $2.2 million sale put the house in the 
hands of a limited liability company called 
Round Table Holdings, which has a George- 
town address; according to documents filed 
with the Texas Secretary of State, that outfit 
is controlled by Jay Garrett. A message left 
for Garrett went unreturned. 

According to city of Austin environmen- 
tal compliance officer Mario Garcia, the 
pool controversy is nearing its end. “We’re 
in the process of closing it out,” he says. 
Other issues remain, including the appar- 
ent need for a permit for the driveway and a 
code compliance complaint about a fence. 
In any case, the structures are there (indeed, 
for all to see), and an adequate solution 
seems pending. It might even satisfy Roddy 
- for now. - Mike Kanin

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Memory Lapse? 



Former Williamson County District Attor- 
ney Ken Anderson, now a district judge, 
doesn’t really recall anything related to his 
1987 prosecution of Michael Morton - not 
what he did or knew back then, nor what he 
said or told to others, nor what other WilCo 
officials might have said to him recently 
about whether he withheld evidence that 
countered the state’s contention that 
Morton was responsible for the 1986 slaying 
of his wife. 

Morton was released from prison this 
year after 25 years behind bars for Christine 
Morton’s murder, a crime he did not com- 
mit. Another man, Mark Alan Norwood, 
has now been arrested and charged with 


the crime; his DNA was found on a ban- 
dana covered with Christine’s blood, recov- 
ered not far from the couple’s home in 
Georgetown where the killing occurred. 
Norwood’s DNA has also been tied to the 
1988 murder of mother Debra Masters 
Baker, who was also bludgeoned to death 
in her Austin home. 

At issue now is whether Anderson sup- 
plied Morton’s defense with key informa- 
tion that would challenge the state’s asser- 
tion that he killed his wife - including the 
transcript of a conversation after the mur- 
der between Christine’s mother and the 
Morton’s young son, Eric, who said his 
father was not home when the murder 
happened; information that Christine’s 
stolen credit card was used in San Antonio 
two days after her death; and that some- 
one after her death cashed a check made 
out to her. 

During the long and seemingly quite 
testy deposition by Morton’s appeals attor- 
neys, including the Innocence Project’s 
Barry Scheck, Anderson sounded like he 
was trying to avoid answering questions 
straight on, and when Scheck used text 
from Anderson’s 1997 book, Crime in Texas: 
Your Complete Guide to the Criminal Justice 
System, which uses the Morton case as an 
example of how thoroughly he would inves- 
tigate a case and review its evidence, 
Anderson seemed hostile, telling Scheck 
that the book was for “laypeople” and that 
in writing a book - apparently even a non- 
fiction one - you “write . . . with a little bit of 
liberty.” In fact, he later tells Scheck that in 
writing about the Morton case, his book was 
“hyperbole based on fact.” Unfortunately 
for Morton, Anderson’s hyperbole was 
responsible for his wrongful conviction - 
and it’s still unclear exactly what Anderson 
knew about those key pieces of evidence 
and what he did with them.

Anderson says he doesn’t remember any 
of the three key pieces of evidence - infor- 
mation that former WilCo Sheriff’s Sgt. 
Don Wood had said in his deposition would 
have been available to Anderson. Wood 
and former prosecutor Mike Davis, who 
second-chaired the Morton case with the 
D.A., both called Anderson a meticulous 
prosecutor. Indeed, Davis said that in his 
experience, there wasn’t a piece of evi- 
dence that Anderson wouldn’t have known 
about. Anderson, however, apparently dis- 
agrees. “I wasn’t concerned that I had vio- 
lated Brady,” he said, referring to the legal 
duty to turn over to the defense exculpa- 
tory information. 

Nonetheless, it remains unclear wheth- 
er Anderson, Davis, Wood, or current D.A. 
John Bradley - who actively blocked 


Morton’s request for DNA testing of the 
bandana - did engage in any misconduct 
related to Morton’s wrongful conviction. 
Anderson, Davis, and Bradley are the 
subject of at least two grievances to the 
State Bar of Texas related to their perfor- 
mance in the case; according to a set of 
grievances filed with the bar by Julie 
Oliver, executive director of the Texas 
Coalition on Lawyer Accountability, all 
three violated a host of legal ethics rules 
and participated in possible criminal acts 
by taking part in the suppression and 
concealment of “evidence that tended to 
negate Mr. Morton’s guilt.” (To read more

In November’s elections, the national media gave extensive coverage to a proposed “per- 
sonhood amendment” to Mississippi’s state constitution. This extremist, anti-abortion ballot 
initiative declared that a person’s life begins not at birth but at the very instant that a sperm 
meets an egg.

Missoulians, of course, cannot single-handedly overrule the Supremes, but they can be at 
the forefront of a grassroots movement demanding a constitutional amendment to reverse the 
court’s perverse ruling. And that’s just what Missoulians did, with a whopping 75% of voters 
calling on Congress to send such an amendment to the states for prompt ratification. 

We can all be Missoulians! People in California, Colorado, Maine, Vermont, Wisconsin, 
and elsewhere are pushing such resolutions.

Murder Case Marks 20th Year 

Tuesday marked the 20th anniversary of the grisly yogurt shop 
murders - a quadruple murder that remains unsolved. On Friday, 
Dec. 6, 1991, police found sisters Jennifer and Sarah Harbison, 
17 and 15 respectively; Amy Ayers, 13; and Eliza Thomas, 17, 
bound and shot and burned in a fire that police said was set to 
cover the crime at the I Can’t Believe It’s Yogurt! shop on Anderson 
Lane. The case went cold until investigators announced in 1999 
that they’d found the guilty parties - Maurice Pierce, Forrest 
Welborn, Michael Scott, and Robert Springsteen, four young 
men who were high school students at the time of the crime. 
Although there was no physical evidence tying any of the four to the 
scene, Springsteen and Scott confessed to the crime after extensive 
questioning by police. Although each recanted, they were individually 
convicted before their convictions were later overturned. Charges 
against Pierce were dropped in 2003 for a lack of evidence, and two 
grand juries failed to indict Welborn. In 2008, unknown male DNA 
was found in Ayers’ body; subsequently, in 2009, prosecutors dis- 
missed all charges against Springsteen and Scott. The case 
remains open. - Jordan Smith

Formula One Back in Play 

In a last-minute deal between the Circuit of the Americas and 
Formula One, Austin’s 2012 grand prix has been saved. At the 
same time, even with checks mailed and developers firing up the 
bulldozers to complete the track, there are still a whole bunch of 
unanswered questions. 

The project had been imperiled by a fight between the local group 
and FI CEO Bernie Ecclestone. The developers suspended con- 
struction on the track, claiming that Ecclestone was making unrea- 
sonable demands, while the FI boss said that the project did not 
have the cash to cover the $25 million hosting fee and the state of 
Texas seemed to back away from no-questions-asked public funding. 
However, on Dec. 6, sources close to the Austin project told the 
Chronicle that the chances for a last-minute deal were “looking good.” 
And in the early hours of Dec. 7, the FIA World Motor Sports con- 
firmed that rumor. Gathering in New Delhi for its quarterly meeting, 
racing’s governing body approved the provisional calendar they had 
drafted in June, confirming that Austin will host the United States 
Grand Prix on Nov. 18, 2012. The circuit has separately confirmed 
that this is a 10-year deal, like the agreement originally struck 
between Ecclestone and former race car driver and family friend Tavo 
Hellmund and his promotion group, Full Throttle Productions. Explain- 
ing their change in fortunes, circuit founding partner Red McCombs 
simply said, “Mr. Ecclestone received his check today” and that con- 
struction would recommence immediately. 

Now for the questions. The original deal’s collapse seemed to 
result from a rift between Hellmund and circuit founding partner 
Bobby Epstein. So there are real questions about the shape of this 
new deal between FI and the circuit. Then there’s the issue of wheth- 
er the project will still be able to apply for the state’s Major Events 
Trust Fund, especially after New Jersey starts hosting the rival Grand 
Prix of America in 2013.

And what of Hellmund, the project’s original founding partner? He 
wasn’t quoted in the press release, but instead Epstein simply stat- 
ed, “We’re glad that Tavo’s vision of bringing FI to the people of 
Texas will become a reality.” However, Hellmund is the project’s deep- 
est connection to the racing business: It was his close friendship with 
former MotoGP World Champion Kevin Schwantz that helped the 
touring motorbike series sign on to race in Austin. So far there has 
been no word of what this new agreement means for MotoGP or V8 
Supercars, both of which are provisionally scheduled to start racing 
in Austin in 2013. - Richard Whittaker 


Exonerees Testify About 
Mistaken Eyewitness IDs 

A handful of Texas’ exonerees - who together 
spent more than 150 years in prison for crimes 
they did not commit - were among those who 
testified Dec. 1 at a Capitol hearing on the 
newly developed model policy for police eyewit- 
ness identification procedures. The draft policy, 
developed by the Bill Blackwood Law Enforce- 
ment Management Institute of Texas at Sam 
Houston State University, outlines how police 
should conduct lineups to avoid mistaken iden- 
tifications, implicated in the vast majority of 
Texas’ wrongful convictions, including in the 
cases of those who testified last week. Karen 
Amendola, chief operating officer of the 
Washington, D.C.-based Police Foundation, 
noted that police now have more than 40 years 
of scientific research on memory and procedure, 
which demonstrates that the sequential lineup 
procedures incorporated into the new LEMIT 
policy - meaning, a lineup in which photos of 
potential suspects are shown to witnesses one 
at a time - reduce mistaken identification by 
30%. “That is a very large difference,” she says. 
The policy (at www.lemitonline.org/publications/ 
eyewitnessid.html) is slated to be ready for dis- 
semination to Texas law enforcement agencies 
by Dec. 31. The new law directing the creation 
of the policy (House Bill 215 by Alpine Rep. 

Pete Gallego, which passed this spring) man- 
dates that police adopt the policy or a similar 
version by Sept. 1, 2012. - Jordan Smith

Uncontrolled Experiments 

AISD says charters and single-sex academies will lift all students’ 
boats - and attacks any research that says otherwise

Data, facts, research. 

Data, facts, research. 

The mantra of the Austin Independent 
School District under Superintendent Meria 
Carstarphen has been simple: Look at the 
data, examine the facts, study the available 
research, then let the results drive policy. It 
is supposedly the data that Carstarphen has 
collected that has driven her push for two 
radical new proposals. First, she recom- 
mends turning the Eastside Memorial 
Vertical Team over to IDEA Public Schools 
- a South Texas-based charter group - 
beginning in 2012. Second, at some future 
date, she wants to turn Pearce and Garcia 
middle schools into single-sex academies. 

In making her proposals, Carstarphen 
has presented research about the supposed 
successes of IDEA’S schools in the Rio 
Grande Valley and told the board that those 
results can be replicated in East Austin. At 
the same time, she has argued that the 
record of AISD’s Ann Richards School for 
Young Women Leaders shows that single- 
sex education works. But there are two 
major, recent reports, each published by 
respected figures within Austin’s public 
education research community, which raise 
a serious question: Are those results real 
and replicable among all students, or are 
those high-performing campuses only get- 
ting their results by recruiting the best and 
most committed students? 

The Big IDEA 

Charter schools and single-sex academies 
have become politically fashionable in 
Austin and elsewhere. But so has absti- 
nence-only sex education and, as Texas’ 
teen pregnancy rates show, political fashion 
does not always produce successful policy. 
So when AISD administrators want to make 
the case for radical proposals like the IDEA 
charter, they need accurate research. When 
it comes to number-crunching about public 
education, they don’t come much more 
respected than professor Edward J. Fuller. 
After a decade as one of the University of 
Texas’ foremost education researchers, 
Riller is now executive director of Penn 
State’s Center for Education Evaluation 
and Policy Analysis. When the Texas 
Business & Education Coalition was look- 
ing for an independent study of charter 
school data, it turned to Riller; midway 
through that research, Texas American 
Federation of Teachers secretary-treasurer 
and TBEC coordinating committee member 
Louis Malfaro asked him about data specifi- 
cally relating to IDEA’S track record. 

The resulting preliminary report, titled 
“Is IDEA a Good Idea for Austin ISD?: 
Analysis of IDEA Charter Schools,” reflect- 
ed three basic findings: One, that IDEA

does not enroll “underserved students” by 
any standard definition of “under served”; 
rather, kids who pass the Texas Assessment 
of Knowledge and Skills (state accountabil- 
ity) tests in math and reading were twice as 
likely as their failing peers to be enrolled. 
Two, while IDEA’S claim that 100% of its 
graduates go on to higher education might 
be accurate, only 65% of students in IDEA’S 
ninth-grade cohort actually make it to grad- 
uation. Three, IDEA tends to shed lower- 
scoring students prior to graduation - that 
means that a cohort’s average scores rise 
over time in part because the bottom of the 
class is falling away. Additionally, IDEA’S 
high schools lose - either by dropping out or 
transferring to regular public schools - as 
many as or more students than any regular 
campus in the three South Texas counties 
IDEA currently serves. While the kids that 
make it into IDEA and stay in its schools do 
improve their grades, Fuller said, the char- 
ter group is “not enrolling kids who are 
struggling academically and helping them 
to achieve. They’re more likely to enroll 
kids who are already doing quite well.” 
Overall, he said, “Whether intentionally or 
not, they skim at the top and they push out 
at the end.” 


Despite Carstarphen’ s often reiterated 
commitment to research, Fuller’s warnings 
did not deter her from adding the IDEA 
charter to her academic wish list for the 
2012-13 school year (see “AISD Administra- 
tion Proposes Changes for 2012,” p.36). 
Although she concedes that charters can 
“in no shape, way, or form ever do as well as 
[AISD] in the aggregate,” she still called 
IDEA’S work “extraordinary and in some 
areas better than AISD.” She told the 
Chronicle that the district currently has lost 
4,000 kids to existing charters, and they 
take with them $26 million in state funds 
every year. “For the Eastside Memorial area, 
it looks like it’s about $6.6 million. So to 
have an internal option, where we’re not 
losing the [average daily attendance state 
funding] and we’re not losing the children 
and the family to an outside school that’s 
not part of the AISD family, I think is a 
legitimate academic design.” 

Fuller has a simple response to that 
analysis. If that is true, then why doesn’t 
IDEA just take over the entire Eastside 
attendance zone system, rather than just 
admit a few hundred kids annually? “They 
won’t do that,” he said. The Knowledge Is 
Power Program chain of charter schools 
“tried it and failed miserably and actually 
made a policy decision to never do it again.” 
In its first attempt to run a regular general- 
admission campus, KIPP took over Cole 
Middle School in Denver Public Schools in 
2004; three years later it pulled out amid 
poor test scores, saying it could not find a 
principal. Fuller says history is repeating 
itself in KIPP’s schools in Houston’s North 
Forest ISD. “They’re terrible. They’re some 
of the worst-performing schools in the 
state,” he said, and the Texas Education 
Agency seems to agree with him. In June, 


Commissioner of Education Robert Scott 
ruled that North Forest be dissolved in 
2012. As for Carstarphen’s claim that an in- 
district charter would bring high-achieving 
students flooding back to the district, 
Riller’ s preliminary data reflects instead 
that the high-achieving kids are already 
staying. Rather, Fuller says, it is the kids 
with falling grades who get pulled out by 
their parents and moved to another district 
or a private charter. 

Riller said that neither AISD nor IDEA 
has contacted him to discuss his findings. 
Nevertheless, Carstarphen didn’t hesitate 
to attack his research techniques. She told 
the Chronicle: “All I have to say is like, I 
think it’s really important when you do 
research ... it’s essential that you tell the 
whole story. Treat it like a [scholarly] lit 
review: Have a peer review. Show all the 
years, not just select years. Don’t pick years 
with small cell sizes. This is like basic 
research methodology that, while some 
things can be challenged, at the end of the 
day there’s a bottom line about IDEA. It’s a 
° high-performing school system.” 
z That’s big talk, responded Fuller, for 
z someone with no extant research record. “I 
™ searched for journal articles from her - 
o nothing. I searched on the Internet for any 
article she’s ever written - nothing.” He 
points to her state of the district report: 
“She claims that she’s a statistician as well, 
and she knows research methodology. They 
calculated the achievement gap wrong, and 
they implied that student growth can be 
measured by ‘percent passing,’ which it can- 
not. Both of them are fundamental issues 
that you learn in your first quantitative 
research class. As superintendent I can 
guarantee you she read through that report, 
and she didn’t catch it.” 

This is not just a game of numbers for 
Riller. An AISD graduate himself, he was a 
student at Lanier in the early 1980s, when it 
was one of AISD’s highest performing 
schools. Two years after he graduated, the 
district opened the science academy there. 
The change immediately pulled the highest 
performing students out of the main stu- 
dent body, Fuller said; overall grades there 
cratered, and the school collapsed. When 
you skim the best and most committed stu- 
dents and families, he said, “You’re taking 
parental involvement out of the school, 
you’re taking kids who are more likely to be 
leaders and good role models out of the 
school, and what do you have left?” As for 
Carstarphen’s criticism of his work, he said 
his methodology had been reviewed and 
approved by colleagues at UT and Rutgers. 
The sample sizes are small, he argued, 
because IDEA does not enroll many kids; in 
10 years, the program has graduated a little 
more than 300 students (IDEA’S website 
reports 314). He found it baffling that the 
district would not want to study those num- 
bers. “If we’re going to make a decision 
about choosing someone to come in and 
help with schools,” he said, “we should have 
the full set of information about who they’re 
successful with and who they’re not suc- 
cessful with.” 
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Single-Sex & Magnetism 

If Carstarphen gets her way on IDEA - 
formally proposed to the board of trustees 
last Friday for a Dec. 12 vote - then parents 
in the Eastside Memorial Vertical Team 
will be contending with the charter system 
as early as August 2012. However, families 
and staff at Pearce and Garcia have been 
given a reprieve for at least a year as 
Carstarphen says she wants more time to 
refine her pending proposal to turn the two 
Eastside middle schools into single-sex 
academies. The delay also means more 
time to sell the idea to the community, and 
so far the district’s big public relations 
push has been based upon selling the suc- 
cess of the Ann Richards School for Young 
Women Leaders. 

No one doubts the basic academic suc- 
cess of the district’s only girls’ school. The 
district consistently touts its “value-added” 
data, indicating how much student scores 
improve for the girls it serves in grades six 
through 10. In 2011, it was the third-high- 
est-ranked AISD campus for net growth in 
reading scores and sixth for math. But in a 
recent study, UT professor of psychology 
Rebecca Bigler raised a core question: Can 
the academy really raise scores for all stu- 
dents, or is it instead acting as a magnet 
school, enrolling the best girls from across 
the district and then providing the resourc- 
es they need to excel? 

That central question was addressed in 
Bigler’s 2011 study, “The Efficacy of Single- 
Sex Education: Testing for Selection and 
Peer Quality Effects.” First she compared 
the scores of Ann Richards’ students with 
the scores of girls who applied but did not 
get accepted. “When you just look at the 
end of sixth grade, the girls at Ann Richards 
were doing better,” she said, “so it looks 
like, on that first pass, that Ann Richards is 
producing higher grades.” However, that 
raised a corollary question: What were the 
students’ scores before they applied? Bigler 
looked at the fifth grade scores for the 
same kids. She said, “When you compare 
the girls who got in with the ones who 
didn’t, the Ann Richards girls are doing 
better already at the beginning of fifth 
grade. So that suggests that there was a 
selection bias, and that has to be a selection

bias on the part of the school, not the girls - because all the 
girls had applied.” 

Ann Richards Principal Jeanne Goka is very sensitive to 
any criticism of her admissions process. The school’s web- 
site boasts, “You don’t have to be a straight-A honor student 
to apply, but you do have to be a student who enjoys learn- 
ing, has the desire to succeed, wants to go to college, and 
cares about the future of our world.” Admission is via lot- 
tery, with 75% of desks reserved for kids from Title I (at- 
risk, low-income) campuses. However, not every student 
who applies is entered into the lottery. 

As part of the original grant agreement, applicants have 
to be C students or better with clean attendance and disci- 
pline records. Each potential student has to submit an 
application form; a handwritten, two -page application let- 
ter; last year’s TAKS scores; a report card complete with 
attendance and tardy 
records; and two teacher 
recommendations. That’s a 
lot of hoops that students 
(and their families) must 
jump through, but Goka 
insists that doesn’t mean 
hers is a magnet school. 

Each application compo- 
nent is given up to four 
points, so “a perfect score is 
20,” Goka said. “But because 
I want that diverse learning 
population ... instead of 
creaming like the magnet 
schools do . . . we’re going to 
take 17 and 18 and 19 and 20 
scores.” She says she has 
placed girls with scores as 
low as 14 in the lottery, “so 
we’re able to take in girls 
who didn’t do very well in 
the TAKS scores but had 
perfect attendance.” 

However flexible and 
well-intended, in the end, 

Ann Richards uses a closed 
lottery. One senior policy- 
maker, speaking off the 
record, said that Bigler’s 
analysis has merely con- 
firmed what had long been 
presumed - that Ann 
Richards was being run as 
an extremely effective mag- 
net. That’s good as far as it 
goes - but it immediately 
raises a serious question 
about whether the results at 
Ann Richards, which pre- 
screens its applicants, can 
be replicated in any pro- 
posed East Austin single- 
sex academies. Unlike Goka, 
their principals would not 
be able to pick and choose their students. 

The seemingly scholarly dispute has also taken on a 
personal angle. Goka has accused Bigler of promoting 
her own agenda and cites her position as executive 
director of the American Council for CoEducational 
Schooling, an academic group based at Arizona State 
University, as a sign of bias. However, Bigler said that it 
was Goka who had initially approached her about doing 
research on issues like gender stereotyping, student 
aspirations, and bullying in her school. The pair met a 
month ago in the UT provost’s office to discuss this lat- 
est report on grades, and Bigler said Goka “was upset 
because there was some sense that she understood that 


we had entered into some kind of ‘win-win’ relation, a 
relationship where we help you and you help us.” Bigler 
firmly rejected that notion, saying, “I never do research 
under those circumstances.” 

Not only Goka has pushed back against Bigler’s 
research, but so has the whole AISD press machine. On 
Oct. 3, UT issued a press release about the publication of 
a second paper on single-sex education, “The 
Pseudoscience of Single-Sex Schooling,” co-authored by 
Bigler and published in Science magazine. Three days 
later, AISD struck back with “The Facts About Single- 
Sex Schools” and launched a Web page criticizing Bigler’s 
paper. Again, the success of Ann Richards was used to 
bolster the argument that “a single-gender school [is] a 
good idea for Austin.” 

Bigler said she’s surprised that the district is so deter- 
mined to attack her work 
when the administration 
could just use countering 
research. “There are 2,000 
studies. Some proportion of 
them find good outcomes 
for single-sex schools, some 
proportion find good out- 
comes for coed schools, and 
a whole bunch of them find 
no difference whatsoever,” 
she said. If the literature 
J comes to any sort of consen- 

> sus, she said, it is that sin- 
ce 

a gle-sex schooling “isn’t good 
2 for most people, but some 
s people benefit. But what’s 
noticeable about that is that 
there is no test or agreed- 
upon way to determine who 
those ‘some people’ are.” So 
what happens to the kids 
Goka rejects? Bigler found 
that successful applicants 
did better than girls with 
comparable scores who 
stayed in their schools. She 
said, “So now the question 
is: Is that because it’s a sin- 
gle-sex school or because 
that girl has gone to school 
with peers who were, over- 
all, higher-scoring?” 

Fuller suggests that 
inflated scores at self-select- 
ing schools may well be due 
to “really strong peer effects. 
... The kids around you 
affect how well you do.” He 
o argued that KIPP, IDEA, 
z and other charter school 
S groups boost their numbers 
m because “they tend to bring 
g in kids that are average to 
z above-average, and they 
push out the lower-performing ones.” Unlike regular public 
schools, which can only remove kids for severe disciplinary 
or behavioral issues, many charter schools require kids and 
their parents to sign achievement and attendance con- 
tracts: Fail to comply, and the students are sent back to 
their original public schools. He asked: “Is that how they’re 
going to run things in Austin? You’re just going to kick 
them out of their school and send them back to another 
school? I don’t think anyone’s been clear on that.” 

If the board of trustees gives Carstarphen what she 
wants, Riller added: “She’ll do this, throw this on the East 
Austin community, and then she’ll leave town. She won’t 
have to live through it. East Austin will, forever.” ■

AISD ADMINISTRATION 
PROPOSES CHANGES 
FOR 2012 

On Dec. 2 - a week earlier than anticipated - AISD Super- 
intendent Mena Carstarphen released her annual academic 
and facilities recommendations for the 2012-13 school year. 
The timing of the announcement surprised the media, teacher 
and staff union Education Austin, and the broader community, 
all of whom had been told that they would not receive the rec- 
ommendations until Dec. 9. AISD’s board of trustees, which is 
divided on some of the major proposals, will take its final vote 
on the recommendations on Monday, Dec. 12. Expect to see 
the administration spending the next week touting what it 
claims are supportive survey results while holding over every- 
one’s heads the threat of heavy-handed Texas Education 
Agency action if the recommendations are not approved.

A) TWO IN-DISTRICT CHARTERS 

1) IDEA Public Schools would take over kindergarten 
through second grade and sixth grade at Allan Elemen- 
tary in 2012-13, then move grades six and seven to 
Eastside Memorial High School in 2013-14; IDEA would 
expand to fill all grades at both campuses by 2018-19. 
Allan students who do not wish to attend the charter 
would attend either Govalle or Ortega. 

2) A Graduation Pathways Education Program, targeting at- 
risk kids in grades nine through 12 and run by 
Responsive Education Solutions, would be put in 
place at Travis and Lanier high schools. 

B) ELEMENTARY OVERCROWDING AND REALIGNMENT 

1) Webb Middle School would be converted into a prekin- 
dergarten through eighth grade center, and the sixth 
graders from Barrington and Brown elementaries would 
be moved there. 

2) Remaining Barrington Elementary pre-K students would 
be transferred to Reilly Elementary. 

3) A pre-K center would be built at Dobie Middle School, 
drawing kids from Graham and Hart elementaries, 
and Walnut Creek Elementary’s sixth grade would 
move to Dobie. 

4) 2008 elementary bond money would be designated for 
a new 669-seat North Central campus. 

C) DISCIPLINARY SUSPENSION AND 
STUDENT REMOVALS 

1) The Alternative Learning Center (currently housing stu- 
dents removed from their schools for disciplinary rea- 
sons) would be closed. 

2) An outside partner would be engaged to run a Learning 
Support Center, which would send itinerant teachers 
and social workers to provide support at a home cam- 
pus rather than removing students. 

D) DUAL LANGUAGE IMMERSION PROGRAMS 

1) “One-way” Chinese (English speakers taught Chinese) 
at Doss Elementary. 

2 ) “ Two-way” Spanish (English and Spanish speakers) 
at Blanton, Casey, and Galindo elementaries. 

E) BOUNDARY CHANGES 

1) Barrington, Govalle, and Ortega attendance zones 
would be redrawn to reflect charter and pre-K plans. 

2 ) The North Central elementary boundaries would be 
realigned to accommodate the new elementary. 

F) SINGLE-SEX SCHOOLS 

No recommendation for this year, but Carstarphen 
said she’s still considering Pearce and Garcia middle 
schools as future sites for segregated boys and 
girls schools.

FOR HE’S A JOLLY GOOD FELLOW 

Who knew it paid so well to be rude? 

Kirk Lynn, one of the founding co-producing artistic directors 
of the Rude Mechanicals and the resident scribe of that theat- 
rical tribe, is one of only 50 artists in the country to receive a 
2011 USA fellowship grant from the national artist advocacy 
organization United States Artists, an honor that comes with a 
$50,000 check. The award caps a year in which Lynn has been 
all over the map with the Rudes’ latest play, I’ve Never Been So 
Happy, premiering in Austin and playing Los Angeles; their pre- 
vious play, The Method Gun, touring to L.A., New York City, 
Philadelphia, Yale University, and Portland, Ore.; and Lynn’s new 
interactive play, How Much Is Enough? Our Values in Question, 
developed with Melanie Joseph of New York’s Foundry Theatre, 
going up in Boston and Brooklyn. One wonders when he found 
time to teach classes in the University of Texas Department of 
Theatre & Dance, where he’s on the playwriting faculty. 

But he did, and that’s where he was when United States 
Artists called to notify him of his fellowship, though in his 


office in the Winship Building’s basement, he almost didn’t 
get the news. “My cell phone rings, and I can answer but fre- 
quently either I can’t hear anything or I can’t be heard,” Lynn 
recalls in an email. “In this case, I could hear, but I couldn’t 
be heard. I hung up and ran upstairs and outside to that little 
island of trees to the right of the main entrance. I called 
them back and had a nice long talk with the US Artists folks. 

I remember watching people walk by and having one of those 
great public/private moments, like when you are first in love 
on the phone or when someone on the phone is asking you 
questions about someone who’s physically with you. Then I 
started texting and calling Carrie [Fountain, Lynn’s wife]. It 
was October maybe. A long time ago. I couldn’t get a hold of 
Carrie, and I couldn’t tell anyone. It was terrible. I am the 
worst secret keeper in the world. After I hung up with US 
Artists and texted Carrie to call me ASAF? I went and bought a 
cup of coffee and a cookie and left a big tip. It was probably 
creepy for the tippee.” 

As for that 50K windfall: Don’t worry that the playwright 
doesn’t know what to do with it. “Carrie and I spent 
the money in a single conversation,” he writes. He 
and Fountain, who’s an award-winning poet, will 
use some to “rent a cabin in the woods some- 
where for a month and just do nothing but 
write and play with the baby and read and be 
at peace. No email or Internet or movies or TV 
or phones or bread machines or electric can 
openers. Just a pile of books and punk and 
hiphop mp3s.” He hopes the retreat will help 
him finish a draft of a novel about Jesus that 
he’s working on. He’d also like some of the 
money to go toward “a nice trip with the Rude 
Mechs copads,” and, he insists, “I am going to pay 
my taxes and not whine about it like all these anti-tax 
babies. Taxes are patriotic and awesome. I am going to send 
mine in with a note that I want my 35% or whatever to go 
straight to the libraries and to be hidden in the most corrupt- 
ing books they house there: Judy Blume and Wittgenstein.”

Andersson-wise’s 
award-winning Block 21

> The University of Texas School of 
Architecture 2011 Student 
Architecture Award was presented to 
Andersson-Wise Architects for 

Block 21 and the W Hotel on Friday, 
Dec. 2. A student-led jury selected 
the project over two other finalists: 
the Arthouse at the Jones Center ren- 
ovation by LTL Architects and 
Balcones House by Pollen Architecture 
& Design. The deciding factor in nam- 
ing it the best building completed in 
the Austin area in the past year was 
“the complexity of the project and 
how well Andersson-Wise managed to 
accommodate every program of the 
building,” says jury secretary Karl 
Gleason. “The W Hotel, we felt, man- 
aged to bring diverse programs, con- 


stituents, and clients together and 
create an innovative ensemble that 
seamlessly blends the functions of 
the building together.” 

> Steven Dietz, distinguished profes- 
sor of playwriting in the UT 
Department of Theatre & Dance, 
received the Creative Research Award 
at the 15th annual Robert W. 

Hamilton Book Author Awards, spon- 
sored by the University Co-op. The 
Pulitzer nominee, whose 360 (round 
dance) was given its world premiere 
by the department in November, 
received $5,000 with the prize. In 
September, Dietz was also named the 
third recipient of the Tennessee 
Repertory Theatre’s Ingram New 
Works Fellowship. 



Ballet Austin has received a fellow- 
ship initiative grant from the New 
York Choreographic Institute to sup- 
port an emerging choreographer 
developing new classical dance. That 
choreographer is Jennifer Hart, who 
has taught at the Ballet Austin 
Academy for four years and was a 
finalist for the Festival des Arts de 
Saint-Sauveur 2011 international cho- 
reography competition. In her four 
years with BA, Hart has choreo- 
graphed Strange Shadows and Imago 
for Ballet Austin II, its second compa- 
ny/apprentice program. - R.F 




It was clear from the dancer’s first move - a spectacular 
arching of the back while in a thigh-burning crouch, during 
which an upturned hand fluttered delicately 
above his torso - that the choreographer 
had shown no mercy to the performer of 
the piece. That the choreographer and 
dancer were one and the same per- 
son showed just how far this young 
artist is willing to push himself as a 
maker of dance. 

Juan Pablo Flores’ “Breathing” 
was only one element of Ballet East 
Dance Company’s fall program that 
sent sunshine streaming through a 
drizzly, dreary Sunday afternoon - piece 
after piece was charged with an urgent 
energy, the dancers moving swiftly and with 
a sense of purpose and intensity that could 
have lit the Dougherty Arts Center Theater without 
one bulb burning. Even so, Flores’ dance shone with a sin- 
gular brightness. His focus, his physical control, the fresh- 
ness of certain gestures - gestures unlike any seen else- 
where in the program - that he used and set on Mindy 
Guerra and Chelsea Spalding, who danced with him signi- 
fied a young artist breaking through to a new level. When 
you hear that overworked term “emerging” used to describe 
artists early in their careers, that’s what it means: coming 
out of that place of raw, undeveloped creativity to a place 
where an individual artistic voice is taking shape. 

Catching an artist in that moment is a thrill, like seeing 
the chrysalis open and a newly winged creature come 
forth to take its first flight. The sense that we were wit- 
nessing Flores take wing was reinforced after intermission 
when he danced “Engulfing Addiction,” a solo choreo- 
graphed by Ballet East Associate Director Melissa 
Villarreal. To a racing, heavily percussive score, he threw 
himself into a state of frenzied ecstasy, the wild look in 
his eyes matching his frenetic actions, communicating 
complete abandon. And yet he moved with craft and 
intent. The year that Flores spent training at the Ailey 
School in New York shows. 

It’s fitting that Flores should perform a work choreo- 
graphed by Villarreal in the same program where he takes 
this step forward as a choreographer. It wasn’t too long 
ago that this Austinite was herself making the leap from 
dancer to dance-maker. Artistic Director Rodolfo Mendez 
gave her that opportunity, and at Ballet East, he continues 
to make a place where artists can emerge, can make their 
starts. His philosophy was embedded in the program title: 
Even at year’s end, Mendez finds A New Beginning. ■

Mapping Time 


The art of El Anatsui charts the geography 
of Africa from then to now

Nothing is new in El Anatsui’ s world. The 
wood is weathered and scored with deep 
lines as if it’s been a longtime scratching 
post for leopards and lions. The metal is 
rusted, with dents pockmarking its surface. 
Paint has faded or been chipped away. 
Pottery is cracked or broken. Cloth is frayed. 
Everything wears the marks of its time in 
the world. 

And it’s in these materials, distressed and 
damaged as they are, that the artist finds 
Africa, connects to its traditions and cul- 
tures dating back ages; its ancient languag- 
es, now lost to most who now inhabit its 
lands; and its contact with Europe, which 
forever changed the course of the continent 
and its people. Anatsui sees the history evi- 
dent in the tarnished lid of a can of milk or 
a scarred block of wood as able to speak to 
the history of his homelands - not a little of 
which is tarnished and scarred itself. So in 
crafting works of art from substances that 
are worn, he can carry viewers into Africa’s 
past, to recall what was, even as he reveals 
what is. Walking through “El Anatsui: When 
I Last Wrote to You About Africa” at the 
Blanton Museum of Art, you can feel a 
mighty push and pull between then and 
now, yesterday and today, as it has played 
out in Anatsui’s art for almost 40 years. In 
the five dozen works included in this career 
retrospective from New York’s Museum for 
African Art, the tide of time is ever tugging 
at the continent’s shores, and we can survey 
its effects. 

In pieces such as Leopard’s Paw-prints 
and Other Stories and the work from which 
the exhibit takes its name, pictographs 
carved on wood - squiggly snakes, stick- 
figure humans, circles and other geometric 
shapes - represent languages of Africa’s 
past, a link to a native heritage centuries 
old. But chunks of the wood have been 
gouged out in long slashes, fracturing the 


text - suggesting to us that over the years, 
old ways have been broken and may all too 
easily be lost to time. The message is 
echoed in similar marks on a series of 
wooden platters modeled after trays for dis- 
playing fruits and vegetables in the mar- 
kets of the artist’s native Ghana and in 
ceramic sculptures made to resemble old 
clay pots that are split or missing pieces. 
How can a vessel hold anything when part 
of it is gone? 

In the large installation Open(ing) 
Market, hundreds of small tin boxes with 
opened lids cover the floor in one corner of 
the gallery. All are facing the same direc- 
tion, and the outside of each has been 
painted black with little red curved mark- 
ings so that when seen from behind, they 
appear as a field of almost identical hand- 
made containers, the work of one village’s 
craftsmen. Seen from the front, however, 
the boxes are a riot of color and worldwide 
commerce as the interior of each is plas- 
tered with a different garish logo or ad for a 
modern multinational corporation’s prod- 
uct. In the two sides, you can see a tension 
between the local market of yesterday and 
the global market of today. What was lost 
and gained in that passage? 

As you’d expect from a retrospective, “El 
Anatsui: When I Last Wrote to You About 
Africa” tracks time’s effect on the artist as 
well. Though the work isn’t arranged chron- 
ologically here, it’s easy enough to tease out 
phases in the artist’s career: his work with 
the Ghanaian trays in the early Seventies, 
leading into the broken pottery series later 
in the decade; a period of two-dimensional 
art - ink drawings, prints, paintings - with 
abstracted and patterned images during the 
Eighties; and more wood-based art through- 
out the Nineties, both the language-driven 
hanging pieces and freestanding sculptures, 
some suggesting human figures with forked 


limbs for legs or blocks for heads. Then, 
toward the end of the century, Anatsui’s 
focus on natural materials gave way to a 
concentration on man-made objects and a 
serious expansion of scale. With works such 
as Open(ing) Market or Peak Project - the 
installation in which he linked together 
hundreds of milk-can lids into small peaks 
and fashioned a miniature mountain range 

- Anatsui began using parts of commercial 
products to create sculptures that filled 
large spaces. The bulk of these - and the 
most impressive, eye-catching works in the 
exhibition - are his richly colored and tex- 
tured wall hangings made from the labels 
and tops of liquor bottles stitched together 
with copper wire. 

Ranging in size from small quilts to 
immense tapestries, these pieces join hun- 
dreds, perhaps thou- 
sands, of the shiny 
metal cast-offs into 
vast, shimmering fields 
of color: glistening 

golds and silvers, blaz- 
ing crimsons and orang- 
es, sky-bright blues, 
and oily blacks. They’re 
visually sumptuous and 
made all the more so by 
Anatsui’s artful, highly 
sophisticated arrange- 
ment of those hues - a 
swath of black rimmed 
in gold, stripes of red and blue dripping 
down a field of silver, a patch of sunshine 
yellow infiltrating a block of blue. The strip 
patterns may be inspired by the woven 
kente cloth of Ghana, but they also recall 
abstract paintings of the mid-20th century 

- his hangings wouldn’t look out of place 
nestled next to a Hans Hoffmann in the 
America/Americas gallery upstairs. 

Indeed, the wall hangings are so visually 
striking that you may not focus on their 
materials as much as with the artist’s earlier 
work, but of course, as in all of Anatsui’s 


creations, the materials and their condition 
speak to history and Africa. The distilled 
liquor introduced there by Europeans 
became a major commodity for trade but 
also caused great damage to a native cul- 
ture in much the same way that it did with 
the original inhabitants of the Americas. 
The fact that the labels and lids that Anatsui 
uses come from Nigerian liquor companies 
speaks to - and raises questions about - 
African development in the wake of 
European influence. But even if you con- 
sider the product from which the materials 
for the art are taken to be a scourge on the 
continent, the artworks themselves are 
beautiful. In addition to calling attention to 
Africa’s past and how it’s changed, Anatsui 
is reclaiming part of it for the continent’s 
future, transforming the worn, the dispos- 
able, the discarded, and 
the junked into gleam- 
ing splendors. 
Splendors, let us note, 
that the artist allows 
to be hung differently 
in every venue where 
they’re displayed. 
Curators and museum 
staff determine where 
the work will be gath- 
ered and how their 
folds will fall. The 
bumps and ridges 
stretching across these 
colored blocks and strips may put you in 
mind of maps, the colorful topographical 
kind that may have caught your fancy as a 
child. And in a sense, that’s just what they 
are. El Anatsui is a cartographer of time, 
charting the ways in which it works its ways 
on his homeland for all of us to see. ■

30 More Dances in 60 Minutes

As Kathy Dunn Hamrick Dance Company’s hour of shoul- 
der-to-shoulder minidances began, I was reminded of Ellen 
Bartel’s requirements for the one-minute dances in Dance 
Carousel : Each little piece must have a beginning, middle, 
and end. In FlashDance, while the dances varied in length 
- some were a few minutes long, while some were just a 
few seconds - the same criteria applied. But in FlashDance, 
the short dances were really movements within a cohesive 
work, albeit one that moved more quickly than is typical. The 
thread holding them together was generally strong, so the 
result was like a collection of related flash fiction. 

Hamrick has been making dances for her company for 
over a decade, and although to some degree she seems 


to be well-settled in her movement vocabulary, there were 
moments of freshness. A solo for the only male dancer, 

Ryan Parent, was angular but ebbing. In another section, 
the women pulsed their hands softly and unexpectedly 
amid their larger movements; the effect was like a grace 
note. Projected numbers kept track of the dances but also 
imparted mood via type design: A scrawled, quiet 16 sig- 
naled a meditative trio sustained by Anna Claire Brunelli, 
Andrea Comola Williams, and Mariclaire Gamble. Later, in a 
fascinating study of short and tall, the tallest and shortest 
dancers performed equivalent steps that resulted in strik- 
ingly different effects. 

Hamrick’s music choices were at times quite smart, like 
in No. 27, when a groovy beat nearly encouraged the audi- 
ence to dance while a performer busied herself taping a 
cardboard box together. At other times, the music seemed 
less essential than simply atmospheric, and, at its worst, 
garnered mechanical, predictable responses by the dancers. 

In one section, 3-D glasses and strategically placed 
branches rendered the dancers in a neon forest, but the 
“magic” wasn’t so integral that those who removed their 
glasses missed out. In a youthful, bubbly section, a square 
made of cereal boxes flattened and duct-taped together 
became a prop with special meaning: Two dancers wrapped 
it, like a glorious cloak, around another, then they posed in 
the center, framing themselves. 

Shortly afterward, the dancers paired off, tenderly 
slow-dancing into the wings. I expect happy endings from 
Hamrick. After all, she has a stable career in Austin, a loyal 
audience, and a family who doesn’t mind waking up to find 
her taping cereal boxes together on the kitchen floor.* But 
in the last 60 seconds of the show, this happened: A card- 
board box was personified. It developed a love interest with 
another cardboard box, by which it felt ignored, neglected. 
Despondent and broken-hearted, it exited alone.

We’re not ignoring a damned thing 
here at the Davis Gallery, OK? We’re 
not walking as if blind past the stun- 
ning cityscape oils of David Leonard. 
We’re not snubbing the smooth and 
sinuous wonders that Caprice Pierucci 
works in lengths and widths of wood. 
You know we’ve gushed about what 
David Everett does toward reincarnat- 
ing nature’s varied beasts in miniature 
via perfectly chipped and chiseled and 
painted wood, and there’s no way that 
our eyes aren’t scrutinizing and our 
wallets’ credit cards faintly twitching 
as we pause in admiration. There’s no 
way, capisce ? We’re taking in all of that 
and more. 

But we’re so close to a big Western 
crux of time right now, when one year 
switches to the next in the consensual 
chart of our numbered days. So as we 
move forward, we’re going to glance 
at what we’ve left behind, and if we’re 


doing that in the service of art, our 
hindsight will be fortunate to find itself 
trained on objects conjured and con- 
structed by Randall Reid. 

They’re like something from a William 
Gibson novel, we tend to think. Not 
something from among the neo-tech- 
nical gewgaws or retro-cyber window 
dressing but objects of art that are 
just that: art objects. Intentional cre- 
ations that the Wealthy and Mysterious 
Provocateur of the story would have on 
the walls of his immaculate, impressive 
office or study or hotel lobby. 

Reid makes collages, but not collag- 
es of paper. He takes the vernacular 
of public history - decommissioned 
street signs, rusted advertising metal, 
strips of iron, bits of shop-painted 
wood - and fashions them into visual 
markers of what’s gone by, arranging 
them like some savant experimenting 
with decaying urban Colorforms until 
the perfect embodiment of the Age 
of Commercial Signage and Metal 
Containment is reached, in framed 
rectangles and squares, over and over

and over. Beautiful. Evocative. Like 
choice swaths ripped bleeding from 
the hide of capitalism, then cauter- 
ized and cleaned for a sophisticate’s 
leisurely viewing. 

So we’re urging you thither, citi- 
zen. But, no, those are not the only 
things worth seeing at Davis Gallery’s 
diverse “Holiday Group Show.” Not by 
a long shot. - Wayne Alan Brenner 



Burn This

One of the highlights of Ballet Austin’s phenomenal complex 
at San Antonio and Third is the AustinVentures StudioTheater, 
an intimate proscenium smack in the heart of Downtown. Until 
Saturday, this was the only space at the facility in which I’d 
ever attended a performance. Thanks to the creative ingenuity 
of the young 7 Towers Theatre Company, however, that eve- 
ning I found myself with 13 others in cozy company at Ballet 
Austin’s City View Terrace to see one of Lanford Wilson’s best- 
known works: Burn This. 

Wilson’s play takes place in a dancer-turned-choreogra- 
pher’s Manhattan apartment, and few sites in Austin would 
provide a more imaginative setting than that of the terrace. 
Anna Berken’s set design creates a pseudo-thrust configura- 
tion, with the audience seated on two adjacent sides of the 
“stage.” The terrace’s kitchen serves as the fictional apart- 
ment’s kitchen, with the lounge space transformed into the 
sparsely furnished living room that tenant Anna prefers for 
working out her choreography. The terrace windows provide 
a sparkling glimpse of Austin at night - perhaps the most 
striking effect of 7 Towers’ chosen site as the play makes fre- 
quent references to the apartment’s view and events on the 
street below. At least once during the course of the evening, 
an actor exits the lounge/”living room” to the outdoor terrace, 
making effective use of nearly every aspect of the space (save 
for some rather obvious problems from the lack of sufficient 
backstage areas). 

The performance site seems to contribute its own charac- 
ter, expanding the four-person cast with its unique role. It’s 
joined by Suzanne Balling as Anna, the budding choreogra- 
pher; Scot Friedman as Larry, Anna’s roommate who works 
in advertising; Tom Green as Burton, Anna’s steady romantic 
interest; and the production’s director, Aaron Black, as coked- 
up Pale. The ensemble’s acting is more or less satisfying, 
with Green and Black turning in the strongest performances. 
Both achieve a grounding that results in realistic, truthful por- 
trayals of their characters. Though Balling is clearly no new- 
comer to the stage, her Anna is too passive, even untenable. 
Similarly, Friedman tends to play at his character’s wisecrack- 
ing, quirky personality rather than offer a more palpable arc 
for Larry. Each actor interacts significantly with the physical 
space inhabited by the audience, and sometimes this seems 
forced: a too-obvious attempt to make the audience feel it’s 
sitting in the middle of the apartment. But the site does this 
on its own, with inherently tight quarters that need to be 
allowed room to breathe and interact with the actors and audi- 
ence, rather than forcing them the other way around. 

According to its playbill, 7 Towers is “motivated by what 
Martha Graham describes as a ‘queer, divine dissatisfaction, 
a blessed unrest that keeps us marching and makes us more 
alive.’” If the sort of innovative qualities the company has 
imbued Burn This with are to continue to permute its future 
work, I say, “Keep us marching.” - Adam Roberts

Beloved local chocolate-maker Edis 
Rezende, who has been selling her luscious 
handmade chocolate truffles online and at 
the Barton Creek Farmers Market for the 
last eight years, has moved into a real brick- 
and-mortar store at last. For Rezende, it is 
a long-held dream come true to finally sell 
from a spick-and-span, temperature-con- 
trolled storefront. Although she will still be 
at the farmers’ market every Saturday from 
October through May, now there’s a place to 
get Edis’ Chocolates any day of the week! 

Chocolate is a lovable vocation, but the 
vast majority of those in the handmade 
chocolate business give it up after a few 
years, as the market is very competitive 
and profit margins slim. Rezende demon- 
strated long ago that she is in it for the long 
haul, and over the years, her truffles have 
remained consistently superior, winning her 
both the first-place People’s Choice Award 


for Best Truffle and the second-place pro- 
fessionally judged Best Truffle at the 2009 
Austin Chocolate Festival. “Our bestseller 
is probably the black sea salt chocolate 
truffle,” she smiles, “although the Grand 
Marnier, the espresso, and the Earl Grey 
truffles are very popular also.” Other rotat- 
ing flavors include almond, hazelnut, double 
chocolate, spiced Mexican vanilla, raspberry, 
and special flavors for every holiday. “This 
year, our limited-edition Christmas flavor will 
be Apple Cinnamon, and for New Year’s we 
will have our Champagne truffles,” Rezende 
beams. Truffles come in attractive boxes of a 
dozen ($24), a half-dozen ($12), and individu- 
ally ($1.75), as well as in specialty boxes of 
four, with each truffle nestled in the heart 
of a colorful handcrafted parchment flower 
($13). Now that she has room, Rezende’s 
line of chocolates is expanding, and now 
includes divine chocolate grappolo - clus- 
ters of dried blueberries, cherries, apricots, 
almonds, and walnuts covered in exquisite 
dark chocolate ($5 for a bag of four). 

The new Spicewood Springs location 
is small but spotless, with a big, modern 



kitchen and ample seating for customers. In 
addition to handmade chocolates, there’s a 
bakery case filled with chocolate mousse, 
chocolate-cashew torte, flourless chocolate 
cake, lemon bars, and cookies. Cupcakes 
and full-size and mini Bundt cakes are also 
on hand in chocolate, vanilla, carrot-pineap- 
ple, Red Velvet, and Italian Cream Cake.

Blue Bell Seasonals 

It’s the holiday season, and that means Blue 
Bell Ice Cream has rolled out its seasonal fla- 
vors. This season offers a couple of returning 
stars - spiced-pumpkin pecan and peppermint 
flavors - plus a couple of newbies: banana-nut 
bread and Christmas cookies ice creams. 

Banana-nut bread offers a pale yellow, 
creamy banana ice cream with banana-nut bread 
chunks, roasted walnuts, and a cream-cheese 
frosting swirl. The base has enough banana 
flavor, and the bits of banana bread are not as 
grainy as BB’s ice creams done in this style can 
be, but the frosting swirl pulls it all together. 
Much better than I expected. 

Christmas cookies (chocolate chip, 
Snickerdoodle, and sugar-cookie bits in a faintly 
sugar-cookie-flavored ice cream, with red candy 
sprinkles and a green icing swirl) is less successful. 


If Blue Bell would follow the success of chocolate- 
chip-cookie dough ice cream and sub cookie doughs 
for the actual cookies, they’d hit it out of the park. 

Spiced-pumpkin pecan is a delightful silky 
and richly spiced pumpkin ice cream combined 
with crunchy sugar-coated pecans (with an elu- 
sive touch of salt) and swirls of a rich cinnamon- 
honey-praline sauce. It is by far the best of the 
holiday lot. Have a scoop on top of a warm slice 
of pumpkin pie or perhaps make an ice cream 
float with it, using some eggnog and a shot of 
Cruzan Single Barrel Estate rum to push it into 
the stratosphere. 

For all the mint fans out there, peppermint is 
a pink, pepperminty ice cream with bits of pep- 
permint candy. Could it stand to be a little richer 
and more minty? Yes it could. Should we be glad 
that Blue Bell is not that far out on Highway 290 
East? Definitely! - Mick Vann

Reclaiming Our Food: How the 
Grassroots Food Movement Is 
Changing the Way We Eat 

by Tanya Denckla Cobb (Storey Publishing, 
320 pp., $24.95, paper) 

For many people, 
wresting what we eat 
from the stranglehold 
of corporate interests 
is the most important 
action we can take to 
ensure the longevity of 
this planet and its 
inhabitants. Located 
right in the center of a 
matrix of conversations 
about hunger, soil integrity, ethics, cultural 
preservation, and education is Reclaiming Our 
Food, a comprehensive set of case studies of 
grassroots food movements across the coun- 
try, curated with staggering breadth and depth 
by Tanya Denckla Cobb. From backyard bee- 
keeping to mushroom foraging to urban farms 
that use “gardening therapy” to assist at-risk 
populations, the food revolutionaries portrayed 
in this dense collection strive to effect positive 
change from the ground up - literally. A Navajo 
farmer teaches about heritage foods and tradi- 
tional Navajo agriculture from her farm in Tuba 
City, Ariz. Across the country, the nonprofit 
Nuestras Raices uses an array of community 
gardens and agricultural projects to promote 
social and economic development in Puerto 
Rican neighborhoods in Holyoke, Mass. 

In addition to the interviews, oral histories, 
and analyses of the various programs profiled, 
the book contains suggestions for starting your 
own local grassroots food movement, such as 
tips on how to establish a gleaning operation to 
benefit programs that feed the hungry, how to 
consume fish sustainably, and how to start a 
farm-to-school program. Reclaiming Our Food is 
a portrait of yes-we-can hope and inspiration for 
anyone who has even the slightest interest in 
the ways that real, honest food can change the 
world. What’s more, as the author of a book 
that demonstrates the ways we can put our 
money where are mouths are, Cobb practices 
what she preaches: 10% of her profits from 
sales of the book go directly to the programs 
featured within its covers. - Melanie Haupt 

My Family Table: A Passionate 
Plea for Home Cooking 

by John Besh (Andrews McMeel Publishing, 
272 pp., $35) 

New Orleans chef/restaurateur John Besh 
has followed up his award-winning My New 
Orleans with a book dedicated to home cooking, 
and he definitely has another winner on his 
hands. Besh is a devoted family man, and the 
book is lushly illustrated with photos of the 
Besh clan in the kitchen, at the dinner table, 
entertaining friends, and cooking outdoors at a 
hunting and fishing camp. The photos are the 


first clue that this is 
not a ridiculously 
complex cookbook 
with recipes calling 
for esoteric ingredi- 
ents and an entire 
brigade of prep 
cooks; it’s a work cre- 
ated to actually 
encourage home 
cooking, and that it 
does. The first chap- 
ter sets the tone, providing descriptions of the 
essential pantry items necessary to execute 
the dishes in the book, followed by master reci- 
pes such as Risotto of Almost Anything, Creamy 
Any Vegetable Soup, Simple Meat Ragout for 
Any Pasta, and Warm Any Fruit Crumble, 
designed to provide any home cook with confi- 
dence and success. 

Besh continues with chapters on Sunday 
Supper (roasts of lamb, pork, and beef with 
rubs, pan sauces, and hearty side dishes), 
Dinner From a Cast Iron Pot (coq au vin, braised 
short ribs, pork and sausage jambalaya, slow- 
cooked venison), School Nights (cauliflower mac 
and cheese, heat-and-serve chili, sloppy joe 
sliders, Vietnamese noodle soup), Breakfast 
With My Boys (a very instructive chapter on how 
to cook eggs, biscuits, pancakes, waffles, and 
bird’s nest potatoes), How To Cook a Fish, 
Barbecue Wisdom, and Jazz Brunch, a chapter 
on entertaining. It’s abundantly clear from both 
the recipes and the photos that the seasonal, 
farm-to-table aesthetic Besh’s restaurants are 
known for really begins at home. He encourages 
readers to shop at farmers’ markets and to use 
the freshest seasonal ingredients when cooking 
for the family. This is a book to inspire readers 


to experience the joys of home cooking and the 
pleasures of the family table - from the Besh 
family to yours. - Virginia B. Wood 

The New Southern-Latino Table: 
Recipes That Bring Together the 
Bold and Beloved Flavors of Latin 
America & the American South 

by Sandra A. Gutierrez (University of North 
Carolina Press, 

320 pp., $30) 

In the American 
South, the juxtaposi- 
tion of traditional 
Southern cooking and 
the cuisines of Latin 
America has developed 
quietly over time. It’s 
an inevitable culinary 
fusion with roots in 
the early 20th century 

when Mexican workers introduced tamales to 
African-American cooks who adapted them into 
the similar but different “hot tamales” of the 
Mississippi Delta. 

Sandra Gutierrez, a North Carolina food 
journalist and cooking teacher born in the U.S. 
and raised in Guatemala, does a terrific job of 
capturing the spirit and flavors of both Southern 
and Latino cuisines, exploring the interesting 
territory where they happily intersect. 

She makes the important point that the term 
“Latino” has little meaning outside the U.S. 

“We come in all different colors and have very 
different food histories. ... The Southern-Latino 
movement is ... catapulted by immigrants 
whose culinary contributions are as multicul- 
tural and multifaceted as they are.” And she 
reminds us that both Southern and Latin 
American cuisines evolved from a mix of 
indigenous peoples, European settlers, and 
African slaves. 

In these 150 recipes, Gutierrez incorporates 
elements from various Latin American 
populations that now inhabit the South. She 
emphasizes common ingredients such as 
tomatoes, corn, pork, beans, sugar, squash, 
potatoes, and nuts, as well as shared cooking 
methods of barbecuing, braising, roasting, and 
deep-frying. And do these fusion recipes ever 
work! Grits with roasted poblanos, collard 


green tamales in pimiento salsa, chile-cheese 
biscuits with avocado butter, peach and 
bourbon tres leches cake, sweet corn ice 
cream with praline sauce - all complementary 
flavors that reflect an important aspect of the 
New South. - MM Pack

Alliance, Walter had 
already passed away, 
but the fond stories told 
by members who knew 
him invariably gave me the impression he was 
well worth knowing. Walter was an Alabama- 
born novelist; poet; journalist; screenwriter; 
translator; food writer; costume, set, and mari- 
onette designer; raconteur; and international 
bon vivant. Born in Mobile, his fascinating life 
took him to Greenwich Village, Paris, and 
Rome, and he was the contemporary of such 
20th century notables as Truman Capote, Alice 
B. Toklas, Isak Dinesen, George Plimpton, 
James Beard, Federico Fellini, and many more. 
This book is based on a manuscript Walter 
worked on for the last few years of his life, lov- 
ingly and respectfully edited by the manager of 
his estate, Donald Goodman, and food and 
travel writer Thomas Head. The result is a won- 
derful read, “an ardent survey of Southern bev- 
erages and a grand selection of Southern dish- 
es employing spirituous flavorings” illustrated 
with archival photos of the author as well as 
his whimsical line drawings. 

The Flappy Table of Eugene Walter is so 
much more than a collection of classic recipes 
from Alabama and the Deep South, however. 
This appealing concoction is equal parts 
Southern culinary and cultural history, well- 
seasoned with wit and charm. Rarely does the

Made in Italy 
by David Rocco

Rustic regional cui- 
sines are very trendy 
now. Soups, stews, 
bready salads, and 
sausages splatter 
menus as well as the 
pages of glossy cook- 
books everywhere. If 
you haven’t caught 
the buzz yet and you 
like Italian food (and 
who doesn’t?), these 
two new books are 
definite inspirations - 
they’ll have you in the 
kitchen within hours, whipping up delicious 
risottos and homemade pasta. Both take simi- 
lar approaches to cooking, embracing the idea 
that less is more and that the best food relies 
on a combination of great ingredients and 
basic preparations. 

In Made in Italy, David Rocco, the irresistibly 
charming host of Cooking Channel’s David 
Rocco’s Dolce Vita, has packaged many of his 
cooking show recipes in a new volume, focused 
on the food that inspires Rocco most: cucina 
povera (“peasant cuisine”). Rocco’s cookbook 
has the same charm as his show. That is, 
there are plenty of eye-catching photos of 
beautiful people, places, and foods of Italy; 
most of all, there plenty of photos of Rocco 



himself, who is by all standards a looker. But 
Rocco has little of the swaggering bravado that 
has come to define food show celebrities. 
Underneath all the preening is a serious foodie 
who knows his stuff. Made in Italy demonstrates 
this through appealing, accessible recipes col- 
lected from real cooks all over Italy. Rolled 
roasted red peppers stuffed with walnuts and 
cheese and Aunt Franca’s herbed beef tender- 
loin with pan-roasted onions, carrots, and cel- 
ery are stunningly simple to prepare, yet look 
and taste special. The book is worth picking up 
for Rocco’s apple-yogurt cake recipe alone. 

Marc Vetri ’s Rustic Italian Food has the same 
spirit, and indeed, there are recipes for many 
of the same dishes, including caponata, tuna 
fritters, meatballs, olive oil cake - that is, the 
dishes to make with minimal fuss for family 
and friends and receive lots of love in return. 
But unlike Rocco, who has no formal training in 
the kitchen, Vetri trained as a chef in Italy and 
now owns three successful restaurants in 
Philadelphia, so his approach is more 
instructive. This is a precision how-to book for 
a much broader range of foodstuffs - from 
great rustic breads to delicious mostardas and 
even homemade charcuterie. Illustrations here 
focus less on personalities and more on 
cooking techniques. Rustic Italian Food offers 
terrific tips on homemade pastas, as well as 
mouthwatering recipes like veal cannelloni with 
porcini bechamel sauce and semolina gnocchi 
with oxtail ragii. Some recipes, such as those 
for lima bean pecorino salad and fennel gratin, 
are as simple as tossing together a few fresh 
ingredients. Rustic Italian Food and Made in 
Italy demonstrate compellingly that good 
cooking is not about bling but about simplicity, 
understanding, and feeling. - R.F. 

The Food of Morocco 

by Paula Wolfert (Ecco, 528 pp., $45) 

Paula Wolfert has been visiting the cooks 
and souk markets of Morocco for 50 years, 
and with The Food of Morocco, she has 
provided fans of culinary culture the definitive 
text - a zealous and infinitely more complete 
and detailed follow-up to her groundbreaking 
1973 classic, Couscous and Other Good Food 
From Morocco. Quentin Bacon’s spectacular 
and lavish photography reinforces Wolfert’s 


scholarly, mesmerizing writing to produce a 
masterpiece of Moroccan cuisine. 

The early sections of the book exhaustively 
cover the necessary tools, spices, and ingredi- 
ents. Wolfert’s recipes encompass the dishes 
both urban and rural, of royalty and peasant, 
and from all regions of this geographically 
diverse country. They are clear, unfussy, unam- 
biguous, and bubbling over with Wolfert’s pas- 
sion and knowledge of the cuisine. There is no 
technique that isn’t simplified and explained in 
detail, and she reveals logical shortcuts when 
they exist (like how to make instant couscous 
taste like the real thing). The headnotes, side- 
bars, and notes are loaded with history, con- 
cise explanations, and personal anecdotes; it 
all makes for an entertaining read, even if you 
never cook a single dish. 

Composing a meal, you might start with one 
of the many salads, such as orange, radish, 
orange flower water, and cinnamon, or crushed 
olive dressed with bitter orange marmalade 
and cumin. You might follow with quail bastilla, 
made with warqa, using Wolfert’s ingenious 
and simple method of painting batter onto a 
nonstick skillet. Next you might serve a nice, 
creamy soup of butternut squash and tomato 
with goat cheese. 

Bring out the big guns with steamed grits 
with shrimp, onions, and glazed turnips, and 
follow with braised game hen with saffron, 
garlic, and almonds, or lamb with quince and 
okra. Have a platter of roasted cauliflower with 
tomato and olives on the side and finish with an 
apple-raisin tart with rose water. When you’ve 

finished the 
book and 
cooked from its 
pages, you’ll 
understand the 
country, its 
people, its 
food, and the 
true flavor of 
the cuisine.

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Sunday Roasts: A Year's Worth of 
Mouthwatering Roasts, From Old- 
Fashioned Pot Roasts to Glorious 
Turkeys and Legs of Lamb 

by Betty Rosbottom 

(Chronicle Books , 180 pp., $24.95, paper) 

For most American 
cooks, the vast 
majority of the 
action takes place 
on the stove top, 
as stove-top 
cooking is 
perceived to be 
faster and less 
trouble. But is it? 

There is a lot to be said for the throw-it-in-the- 
oven-and-forget-about-it nature of roasting, 
especially during winter, when that oven heat 
radiates to make the whole house toasty-warm 
and voluptuously fragrant. 

In Sunday Roasts, celebrated food writer 
Betty Rosbottom has put together a glorious 
collection of recipes including every sort of 
roast imaginable, from beef, pork, and leg of 
lamb to all sorts of poultry and seafood. Time 
commitments vary from four hours (old- 
fashioned pot roast) to a mere 20 minutes 
(scallop gratins with lemon-garlic bread 
crumbs). Best of all, when reading or making 
any of the recipes, it is obvious that Rosbottom 
has prepared each recipe personally, not once 
but numerous times; these are workhorse 
recipes that can be relied upon to turn out 
perfectly. I am particularly impressed with her 
flavor combinations, which are interesting and 


fresh without veering off, as some chefs are 
wont to do, into the needlessly bizarre. 

Rosbottom includes important sidebar 
information with each recipe, such as 
marketing tips, what to ask the butcher 
for, acceptable ingredient substitutions, 
suggested side dishes (the recipes for which 
are also included), and leftover suggestions. 

In fact, leftovers are an important concept 
to the entire book; Rosbottom’s theory is, 
after making a roast in a leisurely fashion 
on Sunday, you have the leftovers to make 
quick meals with throughout the week, 
simultaneously improving your dining 
experience and making your life easier.

Drinkology 
Beer: A Book 
About the Brew 
by James Waller 
(Stewart, Tabori 
& Chang, 352 pp.,

A good beer book will 
be filled with information. 

The best will also be 
filled with recommendations of tiny craft 
breweries. All cover some of the ins and outs of 
making beer, its history, and various styles. 
Luckily for those of us who aren’t master 
brewers, James Waller understands beer deeply 
enough to make complex concepts simple, like 


what IBUs are or processes of kraeusening or 
sparging. And while there are other books that 
make the complicated parts easy and also 
offer almost everything else that Drinkology 
Beer does, you almost never get a writer as 
entertaining as Waller, who is so gifted that he 
could probably make a textbook on plumbing a 
scintillating read. Drinkology Beer is not the 
ultimate beer book. That award still goes to 
Michael Jackson’s Great Beer Guide. But for any 
beer lover who takes delight in masterful 
writing, Waller’s book soars to the top of the 
must-have list. - Wes Marshall 

The PDT 
Cocktail Book: 

The Complete 
Bartender's 
Guide From 
the Celebrated 
Speakeasy 

by Jim Meehan and 
Chris Gall (Sterling 
Epicure, 368 pp., 

$24.95) 

Hundreds of books over the last few years 
have tried to jump on the mixed drink merry- 
go-round created by the success of Dale 
DeGroff’s The Craft of the Cocktail. What made 
DeGroff’s book such a standard bearer was 
its combination of well-researched historical 
information and its hard-headed insistence 
on precise measurement of ingredients. The 
PDT Cocktail Book is even better. Jim Meehan 
(the writer) and Chris Gall (the illustrator) have 
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created a book that grabs you at first with 
its handsome cover, heavy paper stock, and 
semipsychedelic art. But content is king, 
and that’s where The PDT Cocktail Book 
has its greatest success. First, it’s filled 
with meticulous recipes for everything from 
the old classics of the 19th century to the 
newest creations coming from New York City’s 
hottest bars. For classic cocktails, Meehan 
lists the earliest known printed recipes to 
give credit where it is due. For the newest 
recipes, he gives full credit to the mixologists 
that created them. 

But the recipes only take up about two-thirds 
of the book. In fact, Meehan has gone way 
beyond writing a simple cocktail book. There is 
a college degree’s worth of information here for 
the budding bartender. While perfectly usable 
for someone just trying to make a martini, the 
book also has enough information to allow you 
to open a commercial bar, down to building the 
bar, what type of glassware to buy, ingredients 
needed, and even a proposed code of 
etiquette. My favorite chapter is titled “Spirits 
Primer.” Meehan breaks down the vast majority 
of spirits into types then discusses the 
evolution from its inception until today. Artist 
Gall has an individual style that somewhat 
resembles the Grateful Dead’s Stanley Mouse, 
making the book an ideal accompaniment to a 
wild night of imbibing antique absinthe. The 
illustrations are bold and filled with primary 
colors; they do a good job of illustrating certain 
points about the drinks. Given the huge amount 
of competition, Meehan and Gall have pulled off 
something of a miracle: Their PDT Cocktail Book 
is now the best cocktail book you can own. 
Congratulations to them both. - W.M. 


Not for the Faint of Heart 



Home Cooking with Jean-Georges: 
My Favorite Simple Recipes 
by Jean-Georges Vongerichten 
(Clarkson Potter , 256 pp. f $40) 

One thing to keep in mind when approaching 
Home Cooking With Jean-Georges is that there is 
the everyday definition of “simple” - which usually 
involves an uncomplicated protein, a grain poured 
from a box into boiling water, and a thrown- 
together salad if the hungry folks gathered at the 
dinner table are lucky. And then there is Jean- 
Georges Vongerichten’s definition of “simple,” 
which is heavily informed by the titular home 
cook’s standing as an internationally renowned 


French chef who owns 14 restaurants across the 
globe and assumes that the home in question is 
a weekend estate in a tony New York hamlet. 

This is a “home-cooking” cookbook for the 
aspirational cook who seeks to broaden his or 
her repertoire of ingredients and is excited by 
the prospect of making a wild mushroom pizza 
with fried eggs for a weeknight dinner, or 
croque-madame topped with quail eggs that 
just happen to be in the fridge. Even the hot 
wings here call for a scratch-made Scotch 
bonnet sauce and the sliders involve 
homemade yuzu pickles. But where some of 
the recipes are inaccessible for the average 
household, others are indeed quite easy to 
throw together and are simply adapted. For 
example, the blueberry crumble cake is a 
delightful Sunday morning treat, even if you 
decide to swap out the allspice in the crumble 
topping in favor of cardamom. John Kernick’s 
photographs lovingly document each artichoke 
leaf and cracked ciabatta crumb; indeed, if the 
recipes here don’t appeal, Home Cooking With 
Jean-Georges is so visually striking it could 
easily double as a coffeetable book and 
conversation piece. - M.H. 

The Art of French Baking 

by Ginette Mathiot (Phaidon Press, 

368 pp„ $45) 

I’m the child of a woman who makes a delicious 
Tex-Mex dish she calls Rabbit Flutch Surprise. 
Others balk at the questionable-looking casserole, 
but my mom taught me it’s not always about how 
something looks, as long as it tastes good. 

This is, without a doubt, a gorgeous book. 

Its modern design is eye-catching and well- 
executed, from the ever-so-slightly desaturated 


photography and playful illustrations to the 
sleek fonts and ample white space. There are 
also some helpful practical touches, including 
the dual built-in bookmarks, a vinyl cover, and 
heavy pages that seem perfectly suited to the 
gauntlet the book will inevitably be subjected 
to in a kitchen. 

“Modern,” though, is often a synonym for 
"sparse.” And French cooking has a (deserved) 
reputation, aside from being full of butter: It’s 
complicated. While the design of The Art of 
French Baking is appealing and functional in 
its own way, it doesn’t make for a good or 
thorough guide for most home bakers. The 
Last-Minute Brioche turned out reasonably 
well, but I had several doubts and questions 
throughout the process that I just couldn’t find 
any answers to in the book. The recipe for 
meringues is only three sentences long; one 
can’t help but wonder if a few steps were 
either edited out (by Clotilde Dusoulier) or 
literally lost in translation (by Annabel van 
Nieuwkerk). Basically, I just wanted it to taste 
as good as it looks. 

That said, this could 
be an ideal compan- 
ion volume to a book 
of techniques or in 
the cookbook arsenal 
of a more experi- 
enced pastry chef just 
looking for a few new 
recipes. As it stands, 
though, it’s just a lit- 
tle too much art and 
not quite enough 
French baking.

Chef Tyler Johnson, formerly of the food 
trailer Along Came a Slider, isn’t playing 
around when it comes to delivering on the 
titular promise of his hip, pig-centric eatery, 
Bacon. The new hot spot, opened in Septem- 
ber, occupies the little frame house on 10th 
Street where the Screaming Goat resided 
until June of this year. Like any new restau- 
rant, Bacon has some quirks and inconsisten- 
cies to work out, but the staff appears to have 
made great strides helping Johnson realize 
his culinary vision of all things pork belly. 

My family and I made our first visit for 
breakfast on a weekend morning, just in time 
to beat the hangover-recovery crowd that 
began to straggle in as we got our food. Our 
breakfast order was fairly simple: chicken and 
waffles ($9.95) and biscuits with bacon 
gravy ($4.95), and the 
flavor profiles of the 
two orders were like 
yin and yang. Where 
the simple, sweet 
waffle was topped 
with a tender, perfect- 
ly cooked boneless 
chicken breast, the 
unremarkable drop 
biscuits were smoth- 
ered in a bland bacon- 
cream gravy that 
badly wanted salt. 

When some friends and I returned for 
lunch a few weeks later, the restaurant had 
made a few changes to its menu, adding a 
Reuben sandwich and reducing the price of 
its single serving of bacon from $1.95 to a 
much more reasonable $1. We selected the 
com fritters ($3.95) and bacon fries ($5.95) 
for starters. The bready, deep-fried fritters, 
beautifully seasoned and generously stud- 
ded with fresh corn, were an enormous hit.

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The accompanying bacon aioli was tasty 
but broke and melted rapidly; this was no 
great loss. The fritters stood alone without 
any need for sauce. The bacon fries com- 
prised a generous mound of slender fries 
topped with shredded cheese, bacon, sour 
cream, and chives. A reassuring pile of 
comfort food indeed, yet the bowl they were 
served in made for an uneven distribution 
of toppings. Serving them on a plate would 
ensure that diners aren’t left with a sad, 
gluey mess of cold, oily fries after excavating 
the initial layer of salty, fatty goodness. 

We ordered an assortment of salads and 
sandwiches for our mains. Because it was 
brand-new to the menu, the bacon Reuben 
sandwich ($9.95) was a must, and we were 
not disappointed. An enormous portion of 
pork belly stands in for the traditional 
corned beef or pastrami in this otherwise 
standard deli staple. It was delicious (but 
definitely not kosher!) and was hands down 
the star of the show. The bacon wedge 
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hanksgarageatx.com i four seasons l 


salad ($7.95) includes a gorgeous slab of 
Romaine lettuce, perfectly chilled and gen- 
erously garnished with bacon and halved 
cherub tomatoes. Despite much positive 
chatter about the Double Grind ($9.95) - a 
half-pound burger containing a blend of 
ground steak and bacon - the unanimous 
assessment was that it was an absolute salt 
bomb. The desserts offered that day were 
bacon apple pie and candied bacon ice 
cream sandwiches, but we were too full due 
to the extremely generous portions and our 
absolute inability to pace ourselves. 

When we returned for dinner, my hus- 
band and I both got variations on the 
chicken BLT ($9.95). He opted for the fried 
chicken paired with the hickory bacon, 
while I chose grilled chicken and Old Bay 
bacon. The sandwich came on thick slices 
of Texas toast, but with the chicken breast 
plunked on top of a heap of bacon, it became 
unwieldy, necessitating a knife and fork. I 
really enjoyed the Old Bay-seasoned bacon; 
it made me weirdly nostalgic for summers I 
never spent on Cape Cod. 

Because I was determined to sample 
some sort of sweet on this trip, I took special 
care to inspect what was offered. There were 
pastries on the counter, and a lone bacon 
doughnut from earlier in the day coagulat- 
ing unenticingly under a glass dome. The 
only other dessert option was a chocolate 
ganache bar ($1.95) that looked like a large 
Kit Kat segment studded with bacon. While 
I was pleasantly surprised by the balance of 
flavors between the high-quality chocolate 
and the bacon, I was disappointed by the 
selection. While part of the fun of Bacon is 
the now-you-see-it, now-you-don’t nature of 
the daily specials, it would be nice if there 
were one signature dessert on the menu 
that regular diners could count on. 

Over the course of several weeks, Johnson 
has demonstrated increasing inventiveness 
and creativity in the various ways he has 
illustrated the eponymous ingredient’s ver- 
satility across the menu. This speaks to 
Bacon’s potential to grow beyond a mere 
novelty restaurant, but it has yet to fully hit 
its stride. - Melanie Haupt

Darkness With a Twist 
of Dime-Store Novel 

WHITE WHALE GAMES BRINGS THE PULP FICTION AESTHETIC INTO THE MODERN AGE

A nefarious, unknowable force travels the universe, wash- 
ing away the history of the worlds it passes. The darkness 
absorbs its victims’ stories and gods then spreads to new 
planets. The darkness can be beaten, with various swords. 
What this universe needs? A hero. Only call him something 
catchier. Perhaps ... a God of Blades? 

That’s what Austin-based company White Whale Games - 
made up of Studio Director Jo Lammert, Creative Director 
Jason Rosenstock, and Lead Designer George Royer - is 
calling its first game, the soon-to-be released God of Blades. 
It’s a 2V2-D side-scroller featuring the ghost of a former king 
whose planet is one of many under attack by the unnamed 
darkness. An homage to the fantasy and sci-fi worlds of 
pulp fiction, God of Blades will include a few technical and 
artistic updates for the modern swordsman. For one, it’s 
built for mobile devices, which means descendants of great 
warrior stock worldwide can find relief from their quests’ 
daily drudgery anywhere they go. 

Rosenstock explains the games’ various swords, which 
physically battle both the darkness’ terrestrial manifestations 
and the cultural limbo they instill in the people. “A sword is 
from a particular time and history of that world,” says 
Rosenstock. “So the use of it keeps that story alive and 
fights against the forgetfulness of it.” 

The game purposefully offers scant explanation of all this, 
however. “We want the character to journey through this 
world. There will be stories told linearly as you walk through a 
space that you can tell from things like ruins and natural for- 
mations,” says Rosenstock. In this way, God of Blades diverg- 
es from many current fantasy works. 

“We looked at how fantasy is dealt with today. I always 


think of it as post -Lord of the Rings movies - a lot of it is tak- 
ing the real world and transposing it over a fantasy world or 
revealing a fantasy world as if it’s the real world, which is a 
great achievement,” says Rosenstock. “But I miss the days 
of fantasy painting where the edges are all blurred out and 
it’s all these saturated, swirling colors. It feels like a totally 
alien place that you get to go to and explore yourself. We 
really want to bring back that world of grandeur so you’re not 
like, ‘Oh, we’re coming to the snow level.’” 

To help players organically and quickly grasp the game’s 
lore, White Whale periodically releases on the company blog 
cover art for faux fantasy novels about worlds and characters 
in the game. “We like to pretend [the novels] are in our 
world,” says Royer. “People read them, but then they forgot.” 
Rosenstock painted the most recent cover, Cult of the 
Hidden Star, which introduces the game’s antagonists - a cult 
in worship of an evil prophet-king, who long ago looked to the 
stars for hidden secrets. He found instead the aforemen- 
tioned dark force. (Oops.) Like the game, the cover stylistical- 
ly nods to one of the White Whale’s favorite painters, Frank 
Frazetta, whose influence you’ve at least seen on the sides 
of 1970s taupe vans. But the team attributes more than an 
artistic technique to Frazetta. The game’s universe and its 
relationship to these faux novels draw heavily on the way in 
which Frazetta not only illustrated but also helped revitalize 
Conan the Barbarian. “Conan has become a very popular fig- 
ure in pop culture,” says Rosenstock. “But in between the 
Thirties and the Sixties, Conan wasn’t really around that 
much. There was a very small subculture of people who read 
Robert E. Howard, but it became popular again because of 
Frank Frazetta’s work. But what if there was no Frank 



Frazetta? What if no one brought Conan back? There were no 
comics - nothing. It just went away. And then someone stum- 
bled on all his old books, and was like, ‘These stories are 
awesome! Why doesn’t anyone know about this?”’ 

While helping to crystallize the game’s universe and perpet- 
uate the game’s central dialogue around the dangers of cul- 
tural decay, these covers contribute to collaboration across 
the development team. “It’s a great way to remind me, while 
I’m building the art of the game, where we were coming from 
and where we are going,” says Rosenstock. “It’s a great con- 
straint and guide.” ■

In the battle for open-world supremacy, it’s 
hard to beat the Elder Scrolls series. They’ve 
been doing the epic landscape thing for a 
while, whereas the previous Batman game 
was well-received partly for its claustrophobic 
atmosphere. The newest Caped Crusader 
installment escapes the asylum and expands 
to an entire city filled with a few allies and 
many, many more bad guys. The swords and 
spells of Skyrim might seem a bit tired if the 
series weren’t so good at hitting all the role- 
playing bases, including a depth of play that 
will confound the uninitiated player. Arkham 
City’s rhythmic fighting style keeps up with 
the quickened pace appropriate for the fast- 
paced brawling game. The clunky battles of 
Skyrim serve largely to remind the player that 


preparation is paramount. Both releases have 
side missions and distractions to keep play- 
ers parked in front of their screens for count- 
less hours, but Skyrim’ s scope is incompa- 
rable - even if the missions often boil down 
to a cycle of conquer, retrieve, and repeat. 

And while swinging around with a grappling 
gun through decaying urban landscapes 
offers a certain amount of wish-fulfillment, 
coming over a hill on horseback to be greeted 
by a beckoning mountain landscape in the 
distance is pretty effective as well. 

The winner: Batman’s balletic punches 
and kicks can’t compare to the eye-widening 
snowy vistas littered throughout Skyrim. Plus, 
it’s hard to trump fire-breathing dragons in 
the awesomeness department.

Looking for an interactive movie experi- 
ence or just an insufferable challenge? 
Nathan Drake, that lovable, treasure-hunting 
rapscallion, returns for another installment 
of the Uncharted series, here looking to get 


into even more elaborate trouble as he hops 
around the globe navigating shimmering des- 
ert cities and rusted ocean-freighter grave- 
yards. Previous incarnations of Uncharted 
were widely acclaimed for their unparalleled 


THE ACE: 

Rocksmith is the first game to replace 
those phony plastic guitars of Guitar Hero 
and Rock Band with actual six-stringers (not 
included). Utilizing the unique ^-inch-to-USB 
cable, players plug in their own axes and 
begin picking along to a smart song selec- 
tion from the Pixies, Nirvana, and the Black 
Keys, as well as locals Spoon and White 
Denim. The songs start out easy enough, 
requiring users to pluck a few select notes 
from the Rolling Stones’ “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction,” but ramp 
up in intensity and dif- 
ficulty as users increase 
in skill. I would guess 
that the learning curve 
for a beginning guitar- 
ist could be steep - as 
it should be. Being a 
serviceable guitarist 
myself, the biggest chal- 
lenge for me was adapt- 
ing to the Rocksmith 
gameplay; it’s difficult if not downright 
impossible to simultaneously follow the 
action onscreen and look at your guitar. The 
strings are assigned colors instead of E, A, 
D, etc., and it took a while to settle in to the 
gameplay, which owes much to Guitar Hero’s 
trademark cascading notes (though the 21 
frets as opposed to the five buttons up the 
complexity of play considerably). Once I got 
a feel for the game, I progressed rather eas- 
ily through the levels, unlocking new guitars, 
techniques, amps, and larger venues along 
the way. Mix and match the equipment and 
effects in freestyle mode if you just want to 
use your TV as an amp. In “journey” mode, 
you rehearse a set of songs, perform them 
well enough to qualify and move forward, 
and then play a gig; rock hard enough and 
you earn an encore. Then repeat over and 
over, adding songs to your repertoire and 
more screaming (mainly female) fans along 
the way. I enjoyed the song selection, which 
could’ve been a deal breaker (additional 
songs are available for download at $2.99 
a pop), and I hardly noticed the hours 
whiling away as I compulsively strived to 
accrue Rocksmith Points and advance up 
the indie-rock ranks. It’s a fun game and 
decent guitar practice for someone with 
some six-string knowledge, but I wouldn’t 
say I’m a better guitar player today than I 
was pr e-Rocksmith. - Mark Fagan 


THE NOVICE: 

Prior to my tangle with Rocksmith, I’d 
never picked up a real guitar before. But 
I can rock a mean plastic axe, and that 
familiarity with Rock Band’s interface 

- the scrolling notes, the color-coding 

- is pretty much the only thing I had 
going for me. If the Fender Telecaster I 
had strapped around my neck wasn’t bor- 
rowed, I might have smashed it in frustra- 
tion. Patience. Rocksmith is remarkably 
adaptable to a newbie smithy’s lack of 

talent, continuously 
adjusting within a 
single song to an 
easier or harder 
degree of difficulty 
according to the 
gamer’s proficiency. 
Those first few song 
attempts were bru- 
tal, but eventually 
I got the hang of it 
and rather enjoyed 
the new feeling of 
calluses forming as 
I tried to if not quite 
master, at least not 
too badly mangle the 
eclectic catalog, which ranges from the 
Cure to Best Coast to Sigur Ros. Beware 
the “journey” mode, though (a name 
that whiffs more of a spiritual medita- 
tion course than rock-star shenanigans): 
The game is ruthless about requiring 
a certain level of competency before a 
player can advance, which means you’re 
just gonna have to keep playing “Higher 
Ground” until you get it right. (By my fifth 
attempt, it had started to sound like the 
soundtrack to Dante’s Seventh Circle 
of Hell; god knows I wanted to do some 
serious violence to the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers.) But that mode can be broken 
up with minigames that, under the guise 
of pure fun, actually improve your tech- 
nique, as well as short video tutorials 
that give a tease of the advanced work 

- bending, chords - still to come. A final 
caveat: If you’re hoping to use Rocksmith 
as a teaching tool, in the beginning lev- 
els, at least, there’s very little real-world 
application, unless sheet music makers 
start replacing notes and strings with 
numbers and colors.

cinematic panache and mildly criticized for 
their sloppy mechanics. Drake’s Deception is 
no exception. The unrelenting action and jaw- 
dropping set-pieces never cease to impress, 
while the gun-aiming system still jumps a bit 
more than it should. Dark Souls is a much 
simpler affair and is strictly for masochists. 
This sequel to Demon’s Souls retains its pre- 
decessor’s teeth-grinding difficulty and sinis- 
ter subject matter as the hero fights all man- 
ner of demonic baddies in an effort to regain 
a soul. Dying is inevitable and more of a 
learning tool to help you hack and slash your 
way deeper into the abyss in your next life. 


Deaths are also saved online so other players 
can see your grisly end and hopefully learn 
from it, but the online aspects of the game 
also have a sinister edge as other people can 
invade your game and assassinate you. It’s 
just another ingenious way Dark Souls man- 
ages to kill those who brave its world. 

The winner: Since I expect several broken 
controllers due to frustrated Dark Souls play- 
ers, Uncharted 3 takes the trophy. Not to 
mention that Uncharted’s difficulty can be set 
to “very easy” and played like an interactive 
Indiana Jones movie. Perfect for the newbie or 
the cineaste.

You might want to sit your children 
down and tell them which one you love 
more; it might be easier than picking a 
favorite between Mario vs. Zelda. Both 
games have grown up together from their 
genre-defining Nintendo days, with each 
series consistently producing innovative 
and uniquely playful games. The last time 
we saw Zelda' s Link grab his sword was in 
Twilight Princess, which, while far from a 
dud, wasn’t designed with the Wii’s unique 
interface in mind. Not so with Skyward 
Sword, which utilizes the Wiimote’s every 
capability, tossing players into a world 
populated by the trademark oddball charac- 
ters and design that you could easily take 
for granted. Given the dearth of truly great 
games for the Wii and that this will likely 
be the last Zelda game before the Wii U is 
unleashed on the public in the coming year, 
every Wii owner should have this game. 
Meanwhile, Mario comes to save the hand- 
held Nintendo 3DS from becoming a forgot- 


ten novelty. As with the majority of games 
featuring the mustachioed plumber, the 
level design is what makes the game more 
fun than your average platforming game - a 
genre the Mario makers pretty much invent- 
ed back in the Eighties. The Tanooki Suit is 
back, letting players jump farther and pum- 
mel opponents with the raccoon tail, but 
this time around, all your favorite bad guys 
also have the deadly tail. Most games on 
the 3DS quickly lose their third-dimensional 
charm, causing players to turn off the 3D 
effect and opt for the standard flat presen- 
tation. Super Mario 3D Land finds a new 
way to repeatedly exploit the technology’s 
dizzying effect to spectacular ends, even if 
the screen is only 3 inches wide. 

The winner: It breaks my heart to do this, 
but Zelda wins this round, if only because 
people probably already have the Wii. 

However, if you have a Nintendo 3DS or need 
a gift for someone who does, Super Mario 3D 
Land is a must-have.

The Xbox’s motion-sensing “controller” 
impresses most everyone that uses it, but 
few games have managed to utilize its inno- 
vative, future-is-now technology. The original 
Dance Central was already an embarrass- 
ment (literally) of party-starting moves as 
you mimicked the dancer onscreen and the 
Kinect made sure you were gyrating appro- 
priately. DC2 uses the same formula, adds a 
simultaneous two-player mode (oh, it’s on), 
and includes songs ranging from Banarama’s 
“Venus” to Digital Underground’s “The 
Humpty Dance” as well as a battery of mod- 
ern hits. It makes the dance games for the 
Wii look downright primitive, managing to 
even discern whether your ankle is turned 
at the right angle. Local developers Twisted 
Pixel have Gunstri nger vying for your holiday 
dollars as well. The game follows the titular 
marionette on his bullet-riddled journey of 


revenge. The controls involve using one hand 
to sweep across enemies before pulling 
back to fire, with the other hand relegated 
to left-right movement and jumping. Add a 
second player and double your firepower to 
a 12-shooter. The boss battles don’t punctu- 
ate the levels quite as well as they should, 
but, as with all Twisted Pixel games, there 
are enough visual and audio gags to ease 
you past any slight missteps. What these 
two do better than other Kinect titles is 
reveal the strength of the technology rather 
than its limitations, which makes using your 
body as a controller all the more liberating. 

The winner: How could we not give it 
to the home team? Not to mention that 
Gunstringer can be enjoyed in groups or 
alone, whereas playing Dance Central alone, 
like drinking, tends to be more depressing 
than invigorating.

Killing Floor 


Deep in a velvet April night back in the spring, driving with Chris Gray from Texas to 
Mississippi for Pinetop Perkins’ funeral, the music had to be right. Not Muddy Waters, 
though we had him on CD and satellite radio. Not the rusty Delta call of Robert Johnson. We 
went for Howlin’ Wolf and met him in the bottoms with smokestack blues. 

Whenever the Wolfs gravelly baritone needed a little sugar, it came from Hubert Sumlin’s 
guitar. That guitar played its last note in Austin in July at Antone’s 2011 anniversary show. 
Sumlin, 80, was already on supplemental oxygen, but like the veteran he was - of decades 
and decades of trips to Austin from Chicago - he played to the soul. When he passed Sunday, 
Dec. 4, yet another chapter of the blues ended. 

“I was born on the plantation where my grandmother was a slave.” 

Some years back, Sumlin settled into the chair across from me, dressed to the spiffy nines 
in the old-school way. My microphone wasn’t even ready; we were interviewing for the 
Antone’s: Home of the Blues documentary when Hubert Sumlin delivered the line that has 
since become a defining moment in my career. The weight of the words filled me with awe. 
This wasn’t just music. This was living American history. It conjured up sepia images and iron 
truths and unrequited emotion. It left me speechless. 

Hubert smiled, straightened his silk tie, and winked.

I love tuning in the radio while driving in 
unfamiliar places because it’s a game of 
chance, especially with AM radio. AM is 
largely the bastion of conservative talk 
shows in East Texas, Louisiana, and 
Mississippi, but occasionally music seeps 
through, and suddenly you’re listening to 
Bollywood outside Houston or cabaret in 
Cajun country or an Arkansas station while 
in Mississippi, and magic happens. A song 
you’ve never heard fills the car with a per- 
fect pulse, and for a few moments, the 
world drives to it along with you. Then, just 
as suddenly, the air crackles and the signal 
is compromised and the music is gone with 
the headwinds. 

Who sang that song? Maybe I’ll never know. 

FM is another universe, so if AM isn’t an 
option while driving, NPR or classical stations 
are my choice, and college radio if available. 


One of my recurring complaints about driving 
to San Antonio is that while the city itself has 
one of the most distinctive sounds on the 
planet - a Latin flavor that’s inherent not just 
to Tejano and conjunto but also to jazz, rock, 
punk, and country - you can’t hear it on the 
radio except a few times during the week on 
KSYM-FM. 

That’s where kudos go to all the Austin 
frequencies (KLBJ-FM, KUT, KGSR, 101X, 
KOOP, KVRX, KVET) that rotate local music 
into the mix. Lip service doesn’t hurt, after 
all. On KONO-FM, “San Antonio’s greatest 
hits,” native son Christopher Cross gets 
played with no acknowledgment of his 
Oscar, origins, or five Grammys. It’s such a 
point of pride to be able to drive visiting 
rockers and have them marvel at Spoon, 
Jimmie Vaughan, and James McMurtry 
on local radio.

I’m guessing it was quite hot on the 
August afternoon in 1977 outside KOKE-FM 
when my then-husband Ken Hoge was on 
photo assignment for the Austin Sun. Inside 
the North Lamar studio, Alvin Crow’s Okie 
humor and Joe Gracey’s baritone drawl 
filled the control room with laughter and ban- 
ter. It was Gracey’s last day on the job at 
KOKE and the two were giving good send-off 
to the listeners. Gracey’s broad vision 
remains very much alive in today’s local pro- 
gramming of alt. country. 

In the photo below, Gracey, who died last 
month at 61 (see “Joe Gracey RIP,” Earache! 
Music blog, Nov. 17), has cancer and 
doesn’t know it. He will soon 
become aware of something not 
being right. (Cancer ultimately 
took his voice.) Isn’t that 
the cruel luxury of photo- 
graphs, their ability to be 
mirror memory and also 
act as a crystal ball? 

But look at him and 
Crow here, young and in 
the moment. Gracey was 
one of those guys who 
was always around on the 
scene, at the shows, by the 
bar. Listening, nodding, talking, 
his eyes blue like soft rain. Wish I 
could have been at Gracey’s memorial at 
Austin City Limits Live at the Moody 
Theater last Sunday, Dec. 4. It was by all 
accounts a fitting tribute, attended by hun- 
dreds. Instead, I was in San Antonio, thump- 
ing the pulpit about South Texas music and 
why it matters. Actually, I was making the 
announcement, thanks to the support of the 
South Austin Popular Culture Center and 
Planet K, of the founding of the South 
Texas Popular Culture Center in San Antonio, 
dedicated to documenting and preserving 
the music culture of South Texas. 

I think Joe Gracey would be good with that.

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The Dark Side 
of the Box Set 

When the album becomes Immersion 

First the novel went belly-up somewhere north of Charles Dickens, and now music’s long- 
player is routinely decried as dead and buried. Which makes this box set season’s multidisc/ 
format expansion of landmark LPs all the more remarkable - or not. From Megadeth (see 
Earache! at austinchronicle.com/blogs/music) to the Monkees’ new Instant Replay and Derek & the 
Dominos’ Layla in between, 2011 bulked up single albums to extreme degrees. Here are seven 
of the year’s most celebrated box sets. Next week, Part II: artist catalogs boxed.

The Dark Side of the Moon is more than a 
concept record. Pink Floyd’s 1973 master- 
piece poses a psychological evaluation. 

“Are you afraid of dying?,” asks bassist 
Roger Waters in a handwritten note, labeled 
“Questions for Assorted Lunatics,” in one of 
countless bonus features included in the 
album’s 3-CD/2-DVD/l-Blu-ray Immersion 
box set. “When were you last violent? Were 
you in the right?” 

Those blunt inquiries were originally jot- 
ted on a series of cue cards, placed face- 
down in Studio Three at Abbey Road, and 
answered by nine of the band’s crew mem- 
bers and associates. The responses helped 
form the narrative arc of Dark Side of the 
Moon, as integral and identifiable as the 
heartbeat that opens and closes the disc. 

Reading those questions aloud - “Do you 
ever think you’re going mad? If so why?” - 
remains a slightly unsettling experience, 
probing territory often thought of but left 
unspoken. The timeless appeal of DSOTM 
lies in the music’s ability to conjure that 
awkward sensation. 

Pink Floyd’s journey to the Dark Side 
evolved from a series of misadventures in 
hi-fi: the character studies that compose the 
studio half of 1969’s Ummagumma, 1970’s 
orchestral concerto Atom Heart Mother, and 
the two film soundtracks during and after, 
More and Obscured by Clouds. The trajecto- 
ry’s easily traced on Discovery, the new col- 
lection boxing the band’s 14 studio albums, 
which commits the same error as 2007 ’s 
mini-LP replica set, Oh, by the Way, in its 
exclusion of rarities compilation Relics and 
further bonuses. 

A 2 5 -minute documentary and early mix 
of the album from 1973 affords the closest 
look yet at the immediate circumstances 
surrounding DSOTM, a rare full-band effort 
tirelessly tweaked and toured to perfection. 
Evocative and understated, a piano demo of 
“Us and Them,” recorded for but cut from 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s film Zabriskie 
Point, and organ-drone sermon “The 
Mortality Sequence” spotlight the band’s 
late keyboardist, Richard Wright. “The Hard 
Way,” scrapped from the 1973 Household 
Objects sound-collage sessions, engenders 
the playful experimentation of the era, mir- 
rored by Waters’ strikingly bare bedroom 


demo for “Money.” Likewise, “The Travel 
Sequence,” an instrumental chase scene 
between guitarist David Gilmour and drum- 
mer Nick Mason, traces the development of 
“On the Run.” 

By 1974, DSOTM had earned near-uni- 
versal acclaim, yet there’s still a startling 
sense of urgency encapsulated in the live 
recording from the Empire Pool at Wembley 
in London 1974, also available on the 2-CD 
reissue. The pacing of “On the Run” bor- 
ders on manic, alternately sounding like a 
helicopter, a Tibetan chant, and Krautrock. 
There’s a nasty bite to Gilmour’ s vocals and 
astral guitar break in “Time,” while “Money” 
flares like Halley’s Comet behind Waters’ 
snarling bass. In total, this Immersion offers 
nine different studio versions of the LP, but 
not the one that matters most: vinyl. 

“You need that breathing space,” stressed 
engineer Alan Parsons - responsible for the 
clock sequence in “Time” and for helping 
Clare Torry land “The Great Gig in the Sky” 
- to the Chronicle in 2008 (see “Crossing 
Over to the Dark Side,” March 20, 2008). 
“People often forget that it was recorded 
with two distinct halves. CDs have become 
a continuous piece of music from start to 
finish, whereas we got used to the break 
between the sides. That was a welcomed 
thing on a lot of occasions. The break in 
Dark Side worked really well.” 

If The Dark Side of the Moon documented 
a descent into madness, Wish You Were Here 
reappraised it from the rearview mirror. 
The twin peaks to emerge from the great 
space race of psychedelic rock, the two 
albums possess an uncanny yin-yang rela- 
tionship counterbalanced in every regard, 
right down to the packaging’s visuals. 

Released two years later, 1975’s Wish You 
Were Here served foremost as an eloquent 
tribute to Syd Barrett, the mysterious mad- 
cap martyr behind the nursery dementia 
and kaleidoscopic acid wash of 1967’s The 
Piper at the Gates of Dawn and whose con- 
flicted shadow loomed large over the band’s 
career. Unfortunately, the Wish You Were 
Here Immersion reissue adds very little to 
the story. 

A 2-CD/2-DVD/l-Blu-ray box set, it offers 
more audio formats than alternate tracks. 
Also included here, the first half of the live 


DSOTM stop at Wembley miraculously 
opens with a 20-minute suite of “Shine on 
You Crazy Diamond, Pts. 1-6,” carried by 
Gilmour’s suspended longing. The sullen 
space funk of “Raving and Drooling” and 
18-minute “You’ve Got To Be Crazy” - 
early versions of Animals’ “Sheep” and 
“Dogs,” respectively - anticipate Waters’ 
totalitarian takeover of the band. For extra 
effect, try pairing those with concert pro- 
jections from the era that dominate the 
DVD supplements. 

The swaggering, rough stab at “Have a 
Cigar” and plaintive “Wish You Were Here,” 
featuring French violinist Stephane 
Grappelli are essential only for completists, 
and ultimately both the Wish You Were 
Here and DSOTM Immersion boxes ( The 
Wall is due next) serve as elaborate trib- 
utes to Storm Thorgerson and his design 
company Hipgnosis. 

A modern surrealist and master of visual 
puns, Thorgerson continues to define - and 
redefine - Pink Floyd’s legacy with his play- 
fully absurd iconography. Both box sets 
contain custom-designed ephemera of every 
variety: marbles, coasters, vintage concert 
stickers, ticket stubs, trading cards, and 
even scarves. He also contributed to the 
photo books that accompany both releases

and directed the video content. His contri- 
butions enable the band’s catalog to be 
repackaged time and again. 

“It is possible . . . that all album art rests on 
the music, literally and metaphorically, but 
obviously I don’t believe that,” said 
Thorgerson before a lecture at the Blanton 
Museum of Art during South by Southwest 
2011. “We try to do the best work we can; it 
doesn’t matter who it’s for, what the music is, 
or if it sells. The album cover is an extension 
to the music, an accent, but it has nothing to 
do with commerce. I kind of wished it did. 
Then I wouldn’t be sitting here with you.” 

If the album is dead, Storm Thorgerson’s 
Pink Floyd Immersion box sets make fit- 
ting tombs. - Austin Powell 


U2 

Achtung Baby Super Deluxe Edition 
(Universal) 

If “The Fly” winked its compound eyes at 
megalomania magnified by media overkill, 
U2’s Achtung Baby Super Deluxe Edition bot- 
tles that excess. Expanded onto 10 discs, 
a 6-CD/4-DVD LP-sized box with filler like 
12-inch postcards, the album might not even 
warrant the baseline 2-CD version. After 
all, 1993’s Zooropa, included here, pooled 
Achtung Baby’s runoff during the ensuing 
Zoo TV tour. “There is a moment when it is 
dysfunctional not to look at the past,” 
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pronounces Bono in a DVD documentary 
titled From the Sky Down, the best supple- 
ment herein. Released two years before 
Zooropa, Achtung Baby served as both a 
monumental turnabout from The Joshua 
Tree in 1987 and revenge for the backlash 
accompanying that album’s nominal rain 
barrel, Rattle and Hum. Berlin-birthed after 
the fall of the wall, Achtung Baby managed 
the impossible after The Joshua Tree with 
an equal amount of crucial hits: “One,” 
“Mysterious Ways,” “Even Better Than the 
Real Thing,” etc. Yet where its precursor 
sequenced not a single nonessential track, 
Achtung Baby still drops off a cliff when it’s 
not hitting - “So Cruel,” “ Tryin’ To Throw 
Your Arms Around the World,” “Ultra Violet 
(Light My Way)” - a fact reiterated on the 


B-sides/bonus tracks CD, which cobbles 
together the nadir of such compilations (“Oh 
Berlin”) that made more modest repackag- 
ings of The Unforgettable Fire and The Joshua 
Tree essential. An alternate and/or nascent 
mix of Achtung Baby not only doesn’t add to 
the dialog, it perhaps subtracts from it. That 
leaves two superfluous remix CDs and a pair 
of needless DVDs, one whose video remixes 
could have been appended to the doc and 
a Zoo TV concert in Sydney, which was new 
to DVD in 2006. Housed in a coffeetable 
book with aggrandizing essays (time for your 
autobiography, Brian Eno), Achtung Baby 
Super Deluxe Edition no doubt pales next to 
the $400 uberdeluxe box set, which includes 
Bono’s “The Fly” sunglasses.

Nirvana 

Nevermind Limited Edition 
(Universal) 

“There’s more cameras in here 
than in a 7-11,” cracks Nirvana’s 
de facto stage announcer, bassist 
Krist Novoselic, midway through 
Nirvana’s 1991 Halloween concert 
in Seattle. Certainly, Kurt Cobain’s 
not talking - not with all the 
cameramen onstage. “So, like, 2 
percent of you are dressed in cos- 
tumes,” observes Dave Grohl, a flail 
of hair, harmonies, and lean percus- 
sive muscle throughout. “Personally 
I think that’s pretty lame.” Filmed 
less than six weeks after the 
release of the punk trio’s second 
album, Nevermind, Nirvana’s per- 
formance comes off clean, well-lit, 
professional. Likewise, the audio- 
visual portion of this 4-CD/l-DVD 20th anniversary box mirrors the rest of the lavish repack- 
age; despite the band’s freight train pummel on the penultimate “Territorial Pissings” and a 
final fuck you from Cobain on the guitar demolition that began as “Endless, Nameless,” Live at 
the Paramount - also included as a CD - comes off as otherwise bloodless. Joyless. That goes 
double for the lifeless remastering of the original LP, bolstered by B-sides and long-missing 
bonus track “Pay To Play.” Three different protomixes of Nevermind flesh out the set, the first 
two packaged into the new 2-CD version of the disc, and the third - exclusive to this edition 
- now more dynamic than the remaster. Added guitar to an early “Immodium (Breed)” doesn’t 
match the bulky price tag here, and only Nevermind's four MTV videos retain their eerie power, 
Grohl’s whirlpool mane contrasting Cobain’s severe, white-light charisma on the atomic “Smells 
Like Teen Spirit.” Oh well, whatever, Nevermind.

The Beach Boys 

The Smile Sessions Box Set (Capitol) 

Nearly four and a half decades after 
Beach Boys mastermind Brian Wilson 
abandoned Smile, pop’s great lost album 
is lost no more. Although somewhat anti- 
climactic after Wilson’s 2004 solo version, 
the original Beach Boys recordings of 
Smile are both wondrous and essential. In 
an era of cramming 12 musicians on one 
track and tape-editing with razor blades, 
the concept behind Smile was daunting. 

After the success of “Good Vibrations,” 

Wilson set out to construct a modular 
album by connecting a series of musi- 
cal movements he referred to as “feels.” 
Working with lyricist Van Dyke Parks, he 
created a distinctly American take on the 
emerging psychedelic axiom from Plymouth 
Rock to Hawaii. Despite familiar historical 
imagery across these five CDs, culled down 
into a double-vinyl LP with a pair of bonus 
singles, Smile's whimsical, warbling narrative 
operates in a time and place of its own. As 
modules multiplied and Mike Love bristled at 
Parks’ esoteric wordplay, Smile became too 
much for Wilson to bear in his deteriorating 
mental state. Even so, his commanding stu- 
dio presence remains intact here. The core 
album sequence closely follows the 2004 
version except for “I’m in Great Shape,” which 
appears earlier. Certain transitions and lyrical 
passages were never completed, so “In Blue 
Hawaii” reverts to the instrumental “Love To 



Say Dada.” The box set contains nearly two 
full discs of session recordings for “Heroes 
and Villains” and “Good Vibrations” alone. 

It’s fun to hear oddities like the Wild Man 
Fischer-esque “Teeter Totter Love” (featur- 
ing the awful vocals of photographer Jasper 
Dailey), and ace drummer Hal Blaine playing a 
tough guy gardener on an outtake apparently 
intended to promote “Vega-Tables,” but most 
of these session tracks will prove insightful 
only to diehards. Despite the box set’s girth 
and groovy 3-D cover, anyone who’s not a 
hardcore completist or David Leaf understudy 
will be sated by the 2-CD version.

sation. Concentrating exclusively on 1956, 
his first year with RCA and one in which he 
sold 10 million singles, 3 million EPs, and 
800,000 albums, it’s exhaustive, fascinat- 
ing, and probably just for the obsessive. 

Few won’t be familiar with the contents of 
the first two discs, containing his first two 
RCA albums plus every other studio master 
Presley recorded that year, 39 tracks in 
all, from “Blue Suede Shoes” to “Love Me 
Tender.” The third CD, live performances 
including a recently discovered and previously 
unreleased 10-song Shreveport, La., show 
from December ’56, is the headliner of Young 
Man With the Big Beat. While the live fidelity 
is subpar, the show is solid gold. Disc four 
contains outtakes, including 11 of “Lawdy, 
Miss Clawdy” and 12 of “Shake, Rattle and 
Roll,” so while it exposes Presley’s process 
in the studio, it’s one of those discs in a box 
set that gets listened to once or twice. The 
final entry is a previously unreleased inter- 
view and monologue, “The Truth About Me,” 
a cool, measured response to some of the 
wild rumors that spread with his fame. In the 
LP-sized box, there are also concert posters, 
8-by-10 photos, a ticket stub, and an 80-page 
book with unseen photographs and a day-to- 
day time line of Presley’s extraordinary 1956, 
when he was 21 years old and crisscrossing 
the country, making lots of big purchases and 
causing riots nearly every time he appeared 
in public.

The Who 

Quadrophenia: 

Director’s Cut 
(Polydor/Universal) 

Crashing power 
chords, titanic bass 
runs, hair-raising bel- 
lows, drum-kit thunder 
- the roar of “The Real 
Me” leaves no doubt that Quadrophenia is 
quintessential Who. But it’s more than just a 
reiteration of the UK quartet’s strengths. Cut 
for cut, Quadrophenia is the most consistent 
LP in the Who’s oeuvre, its intricate construc- 
tion and clear delivery leaving zero room for 
filler. Admittedly, by 1973 the Who had lost 
some of its unhinged abandon, although Keith 
Moon’s drumming still verges on anarchy. Yet 
auteur Pete Townshend and the band make 
up for it with sheer craft: the epic sweep of 
“Doctor Jimmy” and “I’ve Had Enough,” the 
rollicking drive of “Drowned” and “The Punk 
and the Godfather,” the thoughtful bombast of 
“Cut My Hair” and “Is It In My Head?.” Motifs 
reappear between tracks and verses, linking 
themes together like bridges over a river. The 
attention to detail - in the melodies, produc- 
tion, and even the story - begs for close 
reading, making Quadrophenia the Who’s best 
headphones album. Even divorced of their con- 
text, “5:15” and “The Real Me” remain classic 
Who singles, and “Love, Reign O’er Me” retains 
its magnificence no matter how many spins it’s 
gotten in decades of classic-rock radio. The 
two discs of demos show Townshend on a real 
roll; the shimmering beauty of “Joker James,” 
“Get Inside,” and “You Came Back” would’ve 
unbalanced the final album but work perfectly 
as songs in their own right. Even the petulant 
“Get Out and Stay Out” boasts a cheeky 
charm. With the CD mix the same as the 1996 
remaster, plus a poster, 7-inch single, replicas 
of Townshend’s handwritten notes and draw- 
ings, a DVD of 5.1 mixes, and a hardback book 
packed with photos and creative musings, this 
Director's Cut earns its indulgence.

LEAD STORY 

Was Moammar Gadhafi the last of the “buf- 
foon dictators,”? asked BBC News in October. 
His legend was earned not merely with his 
now-famous dirty-old-man scrapbook of 
Condoleezza Rice photos. Wrote a BBC 
reporter, “One day [Gadhafi] was a Motown 
[backup] vocalist with wet-look permed hair 
and tight pants. The next, a white-suited com- 
ic-operetta Latin American admiral, dripping 
with braid.” Nonetheless, Gadhafi had compe- 
tition, according to an October report in the 
journal Foreign Policy. For example, the son of 
Equatorial Guinea’s dictator owns, among 
other eccentric luxuries, a $1.4 million collec- 
tion of Michael Jackson memorabilia. North 
Korea’s Kim Jong II owns videos of almost 
every game Michael Jordan ever played for 
the Chicago Bulls. 

OUR ANIMAL OVERLORDS 

A University of Oxford researcher reported 
in August on the African crested rat, which 
ingeniously slathers poison, from chewing the 
A. schimperi plant, onto an absorbent strip of 
fur on its back as protection against preda- 
tors many times larger. The researcher 
observed first-hand a dog quivering in fear 
after just one failed mouthful of a crested 
rat’s fur in his laboratory. The noxious goo is 
also used by African tribesmen on their hunt- 
ing arrows. 

Researching the Itty-Bitty: In October, 
Popular Science dubbed researcher Gaby 


Maimon of Rockefeller University one of its 
“Brilliant 10” for 2011 for his monitoring of 
neurons in the brains of fruit flies. Maimon 
first had to immobilize the flies’ brains in 
saline and outfit their tiny neurons with even 
tinier electrodes so that he could track which 
neurons were firing as the flies flapped their 
wings and carried out other activities - work 
that he believes can be useful in treating 
human autism and attention-deficit disorder. 

Oh, Dear!: 1) An October Associated Press 
dispatch from New Orleans warned that 
“Caribbean crazy ants” are invading five 
Southern states by the millions, and because 
their death triggers distress signals to their pals 
for revenge attacks, up to 10 times as many 
might replace any population wiped out. Said a 
Texas exterminator of a pesticide he once tried, 
“In 30 days, I had two inches of dead ants cov- 
ering [an] entire half-acre,” and still the ants 
kept coming, crawling across the carcasses. 
Texas, Louisiana, and Mississippi are currently 
the most vulnerable. 2) Biologists found a shark 
fetus with one centered eye inside a pregnant 
dusky shark off the coast of Baja California Sur, 
Mexico, in October. A marine sciences lab in 
nearby La Paz confirmed that the unborn baby, 
which filled up a researcher’s hand, had the 
extremely rare congenital “cyclopia.” 

LEADING ECONOMIC INDICATORS 

In March, William Ernst, 57, owner of the 
QC Mart chain of Iowa convenience stores, 
excitedly announced a company-wide employ- 


ee contest with a prize of $10 for guessing 
the next worker that Ernst will fire for breaking 
rules. “Once we fire the person, we will open 
all the envelopes [containing the entries], 
award the prize, and start the contest again.” 
Ernst added, “And no fair picking Mike Miller 
from [the Rockingham Road store]. He was 
fired at around 11:30am today for wearing a 
hat and talking on his cellphone. Good luck!” 
After firing a cashier who had complained 
about Ernst’s attitude, he challenged the 
woman’s unemployment-compensation claim, 
but in October, a judge ruled in her favor. 

Even in a flagging economy, Christie’s auc- 
tion house in New York City was able to 
attract a record sales price for a photograph. 
In November, a 1999 photo by German artist 
Andreas Gursky of a scenic view of the Rhine 
River sold for $4.3 million. It is possible, of 
course, that buying the actual waterfront 
property that Gursky photographed from - to 
enjoy the same view every day - would have 
been less expensive. 

Unfortunately, Manulife Financial is a 
Canadian firm and thus it had a very bad 
year. If exactly the same company had been 
magically relocated to anywhere in the United 
States, it would have had an outstanding 
year. Under Canada’s hard-nosed accounting 
rules, Manulife was forced to post a loss of 
$1.28 billion last year. However, under the 
more feel-good U.S. accounting rules, accord- 
ing to the company, it would have shown a 
profit of $2.2 billion and been flush with 
$16 billion more in shareholder value. 

Following October arrests by Nigeria’s Abuja 
Environmental Protection Board, authorities 
learned that local prostitutes earned premium 
fees by selling their customers’ semen to “juju 
priests,” who use it as “medicines” in rituals. 
Police who rounded up the sex workers found 
inventories of condoms with the necks tied. 

WAIT ... WHAT? 

In the course of an October story on an ill- 
fated Continental Airlines flight during which 
all restrooms in coach were broken, the 
reporter for the Star Tribune of Minneapolis 
sought reactions from experts. Calling the toi- 
let failures a “bad situation that hasn’t been 
addressed” was Robert Brubaker, a spokes- 
man for something called the American 
Restroom Association, a Baltimore-based 
advocacy group for toilet users. 

CREME DE LA WEIRD 

Police in Nizhny Novgorod, Russia, arrested 
a much-too-zealous expert on local cemeter- 
ies in November, suspected of digging up the 
bodies of 29 women buried in the city and 
taking them to his apartment. Local media 
identified him as prominent historian Anatoly 
Moskvin, 45, possessor of “certain quirks,” 
including making solitary forays through the 
hundreds of graveyards in the region. Police 
found the mummified corpses, outfitted in 
dresses and head scarves, in Moskvin’s 
home, along with an assortment of plastic 
dolls wearing frilly dresses.

Pape Pecan House in Seguin 
not only has a wide selection of 
goodies made with the state nut, 
but it also has what may be the 
largest collection of nutcrackers 
in the world. 

Three generations of the Pape 
family have been involved in the 
nutty business since 1961. They 
sell everything from trees to har- 
vesting equipment to wonderful amaretto- 
chocolate-covered pecan halves. 

Being avid collectors of all sorts of 
things, Kenneth and Zelda have amassed a 
collection of nearly 10,000 nutcrackers and 
related memorabilia over 45 years. The col- 
lection is so huge that they had to move it 
from their large retail store to two rooms at 
their equipment barn south of town. 

The earliest nutcrackers were levers. 


These worked fine, but they needed 
embellishment with the likenesses of ani- 
mals and humans. Another popular design 
was the screw type, which ranged from 
the simple to artistic. 

Nutcrackers in the form of soldiers 
and kings were created in Germany in the 
1800s. The Papes have hundreds of this 
type that resemble sports players, Santa 
Claus, and even presidents. Hillary Clinton 
was the model for two nutcrackers.

Soccer Watch

It’s end-of-year-events time. The short 
lists of World Player of the Year nomi- 
nees were just announced, and the men’s 
side has a distinct Latin flavor, with play- 
ers representing three countries, but just 
two Spanish teams: Barcelona’s Lionel 
Messi and Xavi against Real Madrid’s 
Cristiano Ronaldo. Messi could become 
just the second player along with Michel 
Platini to win three straight Ballon d’Or 
awards. The women’s finalists are 
Homare Sawa of World Cup champion 
Japan, Abby Wambach, and Marta. 

The FIFA Club World Cup, pitting the 
champions of each of the six continents, 
is going on in Japan through Dec. 18. 
Watch it on FSC in the middle of the night. 

Stanford (Division I), St. Rose (D II), 
and Messiah (Dill) won the NCAA wom- 
en’s championships last weekend; the 
men’s champions are Fort Lewis (D II) and 
Ohio Wesleyan (D III), with the Division I 
final four coming up this weekend. 

Double shocker on the final day of 

European Champions League group 
play, as both Manchester City and 


Manchester United failed to advance to the 
last 16. The two London entries, Arsenal and 
Chelsea, went through, as did all three Italian 
teams, and two each from Spain, Germany, 
France, and Russia. 

Bulgarian Prime Minister Boyko Borisov, a 
52-year-old occasional striker for third-division 
club Vitosha Bistritsa, was voted Bulgaria’s 
2011 Player of the Year in a fan poll, with 
44% of the vote, compared to 24% for 
Manchester United’s Dimitar Berbatov. “It’s a 
protest vote,” said Borisov. “It is a signal that 
Bulgarian soccer needs reforms and a new 
policy. Organizers should annul the vote.” 
Bulgaria recently ended their worst tourna- 
ment qualifying performance ever, finishing 
last in their Euro 2012 qualifying group.

D: Ian Palmer. (R, 97 min.) 


Ian Palmer's breathtaking documentary, which 
premiered at Fantastic Fest 2011, literally knocks 
the wind out of you and very nearly everyone on 
the screen as well. It's Fight Club meets the 


Hatfields and McCoys by way of ancient 
Irish animosity and bone-deep traditions 
whose origins are lost in the mist of 
time. Palmer, a sometime commercial 
director and documentarian, toiled on 
Knuckle for 12 long years, and as a 
result, we get to watch the two feud- 
ing broods - the Quinn McDonaghs, 
led by ace bare-knuckle bruiser James, 
the film’s resident protagonist, and the 
opposing Joyce clan - in intimate detail 
as babies are born and old 
folks pass on and still their 
blood continues to boil over 
... what, exactly? 

That’s but one of the central 
questions Palmer’s film exam- 
ines, and it’s never answered 
to anyone’s satisfaction, which, paradoxi- 
cally, is perfectly satisfactory for the film as 
a whole. Why do feuds (or, for that matter, 
tribal conflicts, wars, etc.) begin yet often 
never quite seem to resolve themselves? 
The answer is - cue Tevye! - tradition ! 
These two sprawling, brawling Irish families 
have been busting one another’s noggins 
for so long they’re no longer concerned with 
what started the whole kerfuffle. They sim- 
ply goad one another, by way of videotaped 
challenges a la hip-hop’s more lyrical taunt- 
ings, and one of the strange pleasures of 


Knuckle is how Palmer’s visual imagery - 
shaky, handheld, often ill-mic’d - changes 
from grainy Hi8 to mini-DV to full-on HD 
over the dozen years he followed the two 
tribal groups (brothers, cousins, nieces, 
nephews, sons, and daughters all) up and 
down the back, police-free lanes of Ireland 
and England. 

Knuckle’s most anthropologically fasci- 
nating feat is its provision of an insider’s 
view of the highly secretive and insular 

group of Irish Gypsies known 
as Travellers. If you saw Brad 
Pitt as the marble-mouthed 
bruiser Mickey O’Neil in 
Snatch, then you’ve seen a 
fairly accurate-yet-fictional 
Traveller character onscreen. 
Knuckle is the real deal, with the strap- 
ping, brutally human Traveller clans butt- 
ing heads with not only one another but 
with the very future of their subculture’s 
existence. (Obviously, the Irish government 
views this archaic lifestyle as something of 
a blot on modern Ireland’s reputation.) But 
as Palmer rightly shows, there’s plenty of 
heart and soul (rough-and-tumble though it 
may be) beneath the acres of scar tissue 
on display here. The Quinn McDonaghs 
and the Joyces remain, for now, bloodied 
but unbowed.

THE ENEMY WITHIN

Brazilian director Padilha was tapped to 
helm the much-anticipated RoboCop remake 
on the strength of this mad, muzzle-flashy 
burst of Rio de Janeiran ultraviolence and its 
commercial success. Elite Squad: The Enemy 
Within, which played at Fantastic Fest 2011, 
is a sequel to Padilha’s 2007 Elite Squad, 
although it’s not necessary to have seen the 
earlier film to enjoy this snappy exploitation 
outburst, which remains the highest-grossing 
film in the history of its native country. 

The dashing, very Brazilian Wagner Moura 
returns as Lt. Col. Roberto Nascimento of 
BOPE (Special Police Operations Battalion), 
who, as this sequel opens, bungles a prison- 
hostage situation and becomes embroiled 
in a political feud with his superiors and the 
media, which denounce Nascimento’s pro- 
hibitively bloody strategies. Rio’s perpetually 
endangered populace feels differently, how- 
ever. They see in Nascimento a heroic figure 
who can stem the spillover from the violence- 
prone, gang-run favelas into the city proper. 
(Rio’s economy is, after all, dependent on its 
tourist trade.) 

Padilha choreographs his many action 
sequences with near-mystical precision; he 
outdoes John Woo in the number of rounds 
expended, and his knack for building sus- 
pense via nail-bitingly long takes and balletic 
camera flourishes is guaranteed to annoy 
cinematic pacifists. The fact that the film’s 
backstory is deeply rooted in Brazilian poli- 
tics - power, corruption, and lies - only adds 
to the dreadful tension that permeates the 
film. Elite Squad: The Enemy Within questions 
which is worse: the dirty politicians who run 
the city or the bloodthirsty gang members 
who oversee the slums? Padilha’s film offers 
no easy answers, but the title is a tip off as 
to where at least his sympathies lie.

new year. Marshall has corralled a consid- 
erable share of Oscar-caliber talent here, 
only to coax frankly embarrassing work from 
them; Swank, for instance, delivers every line 
with the same perky patience one uses to 
teach a first-grader how to tie a shoe. 

There’s a difference between pleasant 
escapism and just plain half-assedness, and 
New Year's Eve - a flimsy fiction to start with 
- can’t even muster the strength of its own 
convictions. (Case in point: What the hell 
kind of caterer serves Jell-0 at a black-tie 
function? Further, could no one show Heigl, 
as said caterer, a few knife skills before 
rolling camera?) There are blips of charm 
and genuine sentiment, so rare as to feel 
accidentally arrived at (see: teen dream Zac 
Efron, loosey-goosey and looking like the only 
actor having a whit of fun; Halle Berry, who 
could wring a tear out of a dead tree trunk). 
But mostly, New Year's Eve is appalling stuff, 
a poorly constructed, sentimental sham. Auld 
lang suck.

PROJECT NIM 

D: James Marsh. (PG-13, 93 min.) 

From the opening minutes of the film, 
when the infant Nim is taken from the arms 
of his mother to live among strangers, his 
story takes on a Dickensian dimension. 

Nim’s tale resembles the shape of a serial- 
ized narrative as he is passed from one 
caretaker to the next, each one mostly well- 
intentioned and loving but also misguided 
and inevitably self-serving. Each chapter of 
Nim’s life becomes more astounding, con- 
founding, heartbreaking, and compelling. And 
though Nim acquires some communication 
skills, he is never able to speak for himself. 
Nim, of course, is a chimpanzee and Project 
Nim recounts his life story. 

This film by Marsh, who received an 
Oscar for his previous documentary, Man 
on Wire, is tough viewing. It’s impossible 
not to be moved, outraged, and appalled by 
Nim’s situation, in which the entirety of his 
life was governed by the capricious motives 
and needs of human beings. In short, he 
is taken in 1973 from the primate colony 
in Oklahoma where he was born to become 
a research subject in service to Columbia 
University professor Herbert Terrace in New 
York. Terrace wanted to learn if a chimp 
that was raised as a human child could 
learn to communicate in full sentences 
using sign language. At first, Nim lives in 
a Manhattan brownstone with a hippielike 
couple and their seven children, where no 
mind is paid to the fact that Nim is a wild 
animal and not just a very hairy child. “It 
was the Seventies,” says one of the cou- 
ple’s children during an interview recorded 
for the film. (Still, breast-feeding a chimp in 
public must have been pretty outre, even in 
New York.) Next, Nim is moved to an estate 
near Columbia, where he is tended to by 
research assistants, many of whom are 
young women who have affairs with Terrace. 
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For his part, Terrace is like an absent father 
who shows up for photo ops and media 
blitzes but remains fairly removed from 
anything that happens off the university 
premises. And in the footage of him in his 
fab Seventies duds and comb-over, driv- 
ing a sports coupe, Marsh certainly paints 
Terrace as the vainglorious villain of the 
piece. Eventually, Terrace concludes that 
the chimp has grown too large and strong 
for cohabitation with humans. Thus begins 
another tragic string of life changes as Nim 
is returned to his Oklahoma facility, then to 
a medical-science lab in upstate New York, 
followed by a continuing string of reloca- 
tions. Never having lived among chimps, 

Nim is baffled by the social behaviors of 
chimpanzees and lives an often solitary 
existence. He does seem to make one good 
friend along the way, however: primatologist 
Bob Ingersoll. 

The film uses present-day interviews with 
most of the participants in Nim’s life story, 
along with the ample historic footage of Nim 
interacting with his handlers and respond- 
ing to his media celebrity. Marsh also uses 
the questionable documentary technique of 
barely discernable re-enactments, as he did 
with Man on Wire. An emotionally manipu- 


lative score by Dickon Hinchliffe yanks 
viewers’ heartstrings in a less-than-subtle 
manner. It’s impossible to watch this film 
without undergoing an emotionally wrenching 
experience as the highs and lows of this ani- 
mal’s life are revealed. There is no question 
Nim was exploited for human gain, yet there 
are important aspects which Marsh leaves 
unexplored. Nim was taken advantage of in 
the exercise of shabby science. No reference 
is made to Terrace’s self-serving motives 
as a retort to the theories of linguist Noam 
Chomsky, who claimed that speech was 
what set humans apart from other animals 
- hence Nim’s full name, Nim Chimpsky. 
Terrace’s record-keeping and scientific rigor 
were clearly lacking in many regards. And 
his callous dismissal of the animal once it 
no longer served his purposes is morally 
reprehensible. Yet Marsh allows viewers 
to conclude that all scientific research on 
animals is disgraceful and inhumane. Nim’s 
experience is a sad and perhaps cautionary 
tale, but it is dangerous leap to go from the 
specific to the general. 

Primatologist Bob Ingersoll of the film will 
attend the 4:40, 7, and 9:20pm shows on 
Friday and Saturday for Q&As. The film is also 
part of the AFS Selects series.

attributes, sexual activity, and the myster- 
ies of desire grab hold of the body and 
try to govern its actions. In other words, 
it’s a film about gender identity that’s 
not fraught with turbulence, confusion, or 
angst. Here, a 10-year-old girl pretends to 
be a boy because with her flat chest and 
cropped hair she looks the part and wants 
to participate fully in the boys’ outdoor 
games. She has just moved with her family 
into a new neighborhood, so no one knows 
who she is, and, for a while, she gets away 
with it. 

But the girl’s initial, spontaneous lie blows 
up when the truth is inevitably discovered. 
Still, there are no freak-outs, no fulminating 
parents or self-recriminations. There’s just 
an understanding by all that the deception 
can’t feasibly continue. And it’s that simplic- 
ity that infuses Tomboy with its quiet loveli- 
ness. There’s no guile or premeditation that 
underpins the girl’s subterfuge. She removes 
her shirt while playing soccer in the heat with 


the boys and no one’s the wiser. She trims 
her bathing suit into swim trunks when a 
swimming expedition is planned, and molds 
a penile lump from her little sister’s Play-Doh. 
When another girl likes her because she 
seems so much nicer than the other boys 
and a kiss passes between them, there is no 
sign that sexual attraction forms the basis of 
her deceit. 

Writer/director Sciamma uses quiet obser- 
vation to reveal her story. American viewers 
are likely to sense a more open - dare we 
say French - attitude toward the human body 
and children’s matter-of-factness regarding 
its exposure. Zoe Heran has a commanding 
presence as the young girl, and her scenes 
with her younger sister (Malonn Levana), 
especially, exude an honesty and uncommon- 
ly realistic feel. Tomboy captures a delicate 
moment in time before issues of sexuality so 
much more complicated and calculated.

Taylor Lautner, the lupine heartthrob from the 
Twilight movies, here takes a leading role in a bid for 
action-star status.

Abduction 
begins with a strong premise: While working on a 
high-school project, Nathan (Lautner) discovers a 
photo of himself as a child on a website for missing 
children.

Explanations come in the form of 
a CIA chief (Molina) and Nathan’s psychiatrist, Dr. 
Bennett (Weaver). Director John Singleton seems to 
have merely checked off items on his director’s to-do 
list - reveal Lautner’s abs, explosion, kickboxing 
scene, make-out scene, and so on - rather than fash- 
ion a genuinely compelling story.

The worst thing I can say about this sweet little 
slice of holiday cheer is that it is preceded by evil 
incarnate: a Justin Bieber music video. Happily, once 
Bieber scuttles offscreen and the Aardman Animation 
( Wallace & Gromit, Chicken Run) titles come up, you’re 
in good, competent, and refreshingly funny hands. 
Arthur Christmas is an inspired take on the hoary 
cliches of the Santasploitation genre. This time, 
Aardman has left its trademark Plasticine stop-motion 
designs behind in favor of CGI and 3-D techniques, 
both of which turn out to work splendidly in the service 
of a very Aardman take on the notion of what it means 
to be Santa (voiced here by Broadbent) and the perils 
(and perhaps inevitability) of taking one’s profession 
for granted, no matter how special, magical, or outra- 
geously awesome it may be. If you can get past the 
Bieber, this is smart, funny stuff.

50/50 accomplishes the near-impossible: It’s a 
feel-good cancer comedy. Writer Will Reiser based the 
script on his own bout with spinal cancer in his early 
20s. His real-life best friend, Rogen, plays his own 
fictional surrogate: the schlubby, emotionally stunted 
fount of dick jokes that we’ve come to know and love. 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt is Reiser’s stand-in, a Seattle- 
based National Public Radio producer diagnosed with 
a rare kind of cancer that doesn’t come with great 
odds (the title’s 50/50). In keeping with a character 
who is kind and cautious, Gordon-Levitt skips big 
theatrics for tiny masterstrokes of emotion and a 
winning matter-of-factness in his delivery of Reiser’s 
cuttingly funny writing (“Nobody wants to fuck me; I 
look like Voldemort.”). 50/50 dispatches the comedic 
and the dramatic with aplomb. There’s some overall 
flabbiness, but mostly it’s just terribly funny and sad 
and beautiful and terrifically feel-good for being, you 
know, a cancer comedy.

It’s 
hard to imagine Tate Taylor’s positively polite film 
adaptation drawing much controversy; it’s hardly 
worth arguing over offensiveness in its anodyne 
interpretation of the civil rights struggle of 1963. As 
in the source novel, The Help alternates perspec- 
tives between Aibileen (Davis), a tough-as-nails maid 
who is mourning the death of her son while worrying 
about the white child in her charge; saucy Minny 
(Spencer); and Skeeter (Stone), a white woman who 
bucks her background to write a book with Minny 
and Aibileen about what it’s like to be “the help.” 

The Help may be more interested in the moral at the 
end of the story than the story itself, but what saves 
the film from its meticulous one-dimensionality is its 
nuanced, deeply moving cast.

It’s the end of the world, and Lars von Trier knows 
it.

Earth faces destruc- 
tion from collision with a planet named Melancholia, 
which has only recently been discovered because 
it’s been hiding behind the sun. The first half of 
Melancholia is devoted to the wedding reception for 
Justine (Dunst) and Michael (Skarsgard), held at the 
lavish estate of Justine’s sister Claire (Gainsbourg) 
and her husband, John (Sutherland). When news 
reports mount about the impending natural disaster, 
Claire’s state of mind grows frenzied while Justine 
declares placidly: “The Earth is evil. We are alone.” 
Dunst’s performance is a thing of calm beauty and 
mired grit. If von Trier seemed as though he was at 
a creative dead end with his last film, Antichrist, he 
has reawakened with this beautiful, haunting disaster 
film.

Woody Allen’s Midnight in Paris is, quite simply, 
charming. Gil (Wilson), a would-be novelist on vacation 
with his no-nonsense fiancee, Inez (McAdams), has 
a very specific fantasy in mind: Paris in the Twenties 
in the rain. During the day, Gil and Inez putter around 
like regular tourists, checking out this and that - but 
it’s the nighttime where Midnight in Paris really hits 
its stride. As the clock strikes midnight, Gil discovers 
a portal of sorts into the 1920s. There, he boozes it 
up with Ernest Hemingway (Stoll, killing it), shares his 
manuscript with Gertrude Stein (Bates), and pitches 
future filmmaker Luis Bufiuel the plot of the eternally 
baffling The Exterminating Angel. This stretch of the 
film is a riot and feels like deeply personal filmmaking 
for Allen. While it’s not all strictly la vie en rose, it’s 
easy to shrug off the occasional fumble when weighed 
against so much cleverness and canniness and, bien 
sur, irresistible charm.

Based on Michael Lewis’ 2003 book, Moneyball 
details the true story of the turnaround strategy 
employed by Oakland A’s General Manager Billy Beane 
(played by Brad Pitt) in the team’s 2002 season. With 
the help of Peter Brand (Jonah Hill), a Yale econom- 
ics graduate who concocts mathematical formulas 
to forecast wins, Beane repopulates his roster with 
undervalued athletes after his top three players are 
purchased by wealthier teams, and in this way the lit- 
tle guys might be able to even the playing field. While 
some of its tangents add little to the story, Moneyball 
is certain to appeal to both sports fans and nonfans 
alike; even when the film is shagging flies, it’s an 
engaging pleasure to watch. ( Moneyball is playing on 
a double bill with The Ides of March.)

Adapted from Hunter S. Thompson’s first novel, 
this film version is more aptly described as a sloe gin 
fizz. Set in San Juan, Puerto Rico, in 1960, Depp plays 
Thompson’s alter ego, Paul Kemp, a budding journo- 
cum-novelist who’s living in suspended, rum-infused 
doldrums while working for the English-language news- 
paper, The San Juan Star. He’s joined in the sugary 
haze by seasoned newshounds Sala (Rispoli), the pho- 
tographer, and Ribisi’s prune of a writer, Moburg. Kemp, 
socializing with the best and worst of them, eventually 
catches the eye of Chenault (Heard), the sigh-worthy 
wife of yanqui developer Sanderson. What The Rum 
Diary lacks in narrative astonishment it almost makes 
up for in boozy charm. In the end, The Rum Diary feels 
like a work of writerly juvenilia, half-baked but not 
unpleasant. Like the tropical breezes that waft off of 
the screen, it reeks of promise yet to be fulfilled. And 
booze.

Have we retained nothing of the lessons of Hudson

when the Musketeers - roll call: Porthos (Stevenson), 
Athos (Macfadyen), and Aramis (Evans) - raid 
Leonardo’s vault for the schematics to a flying war 
machine, they flood the underground lair on their way 
out, destroying thousands of documents in the pro- 
cess. That carelessness doesn’t so much as raise an 
eyebrow; I mention it here only to highlight the rancid 
taste of these early scenes, which are an indiscrimi- 
nately violent bore to behold.

When the 
Tower’s penthouse-dwelling big-shot investor Arthur 
Shaw (Alda) is taken into federal custody for some 
funny business with the books, his entire staff’s pen- 
sion plans are gone, and the people-pleasing building 
manager wants revenge. Going rogue, Josh gathers 
a motley crew - including Eddie Murphy’s ex-con 
Slide - to filch the $20 million Shaw has hidden in 
his penthouse. A constitutionally glib director, Brett 
Ratner is nevertheless a professional: He’s made a 
lean and likable action comedy that motors along at 
a satisfying clip. Tower Heist nails the humor, all right, 
but also, quite crucially, humanizes the high concept.

After the departure of the longtime maid Germaine 
(Gleizer), Jean-Louis’ chilly wife Suzanne (Kiberlain) 
hires the beautiful young Spaniard Marfa (Verbeke) to 
cook and clean for them. You know exactly where this 
story is heading: the classic affair between the boss 
and the help. The Women on the 6th Floor indeed 
heads in that direction, but not without an unusual 
twist.

In honor of Scratch Acid’s pre-post-punk 
christening of Emo’s East, we exhumed out- 
takes from our oral history of the once-local 
fearsome foursome (see “The Greatest 
Gift,” Sept. 1, 2006) and found this remi- 
niscence from vocalist David Yow about 
opening for Public Image Ltd. at the City 
Coliseum in 1986. - Greg Beets 


“They had a nice spread backstage, and I 
went to get a beer. Some English guy says, 
‘Oh, you can’t have none ’ah that.’ I said, 
‘We’re in the opening band,’ and he said, 

‘You have to talk to the promo’tuh.’ 

“So I asked the promoter and he said I’d 
have to talk to the band. 

“John Lydon was standing around, so I 
thought, ‘I’ll go ask Johnny Rotten. He’ll let 
me have a beer.’ I go up to him and say, ‘Hey, 
do you think we could -’ and before I could 
finish my sentence, he goes, ‘No-ahh!’ and 
walks away. 

“One of the guys in the band saw this 
going on and brought us some beer. That 
was really nice, but while Public Image was 
playing, we took all their beer, all their booze, 
and all their yummy food items, stuck ’em in 
our van, and drove away. 

“Gibby [Haynes] and Teresa [Taylor] from 
the Buttholes showed up at the backstage 
door. They didn’t have tickets, so we snuck 
them in. Gibby’s really tall, you know. He 
towered over the rest of the crowd. And 
he went up front and was spitting loogie 
after loogie onto Johnny Rotten. And Johnny 
Rotten goes, ‘I want that asshole thrown out 
of here right now-ah!’ 

“So they threw Gibby out.” 


Thirty years on, UK art 
punks Psychic TV are more 
all together now than yes- 
terday. 

“The music that we are 
going to be playing has all 
been done in one take,” 
explains Genesis P-Orridge, 

Psychic TV fo under/ front- 
pandrogyne. “No rehears- 
als, no overdubs, and me 
inventing the lyrics as we 
went along. It’s been an 
experiment in creating 
these long, lyrical, yet very 
powerful songs that last 
20 minutes or more.” 

From pioneering industrial soundclash 
via Throbbing Gristle to studying magic 
with William Burroughs, P-Orridge contin- 
ues to cheerfully obliterate the constric- 
tions between life, art, and spirituality. 

This is the pandrogyne, after all, who 
literally melded his physical being to his 
late, beloved Lady Jaye Breyer. At 61, s/he 
remains the idealistic futurist’s go-to sha- 
man, but no thanks to persistent health 
issues, rumor has it that this may be PTV’s 
final go-round.

back? Why would you not want to spend money? You would have to be a complete 
idiot. Speaking of, make sure you’re blowing your credit-card money on someone 
who will hit you back with an equally exorbitant gift purchased on an equally 
usurious credit card. This is how we grow the economy - not by volunteering in 
soup kitchens or clothing drives or by building houses with Habitat for Humanity 
but by fully embracing the spirit of giving - even if we have to borrow money to 
do it. After all, didn’t Jesus say, “It’s easier for a camel to pass through the eye of 
needle than it is for a rich man to enter the kingdom of heaven?” The good news is 
that even if you have a Hummer with gold spinny rims, a Rolex Presidential, and a 
luxury high-rise condo Downtown, as long as you’re over your head in debt, you’re 
technically poor. You might think you have too much personal integrity to get into 
heaven on a technicality, but really ... if it came down to it ... of course you would. 
Think of those times you got into the VIP section just because you were with a 
friend. Did you enjoy the top shelf and hors d’oeuvres any less? Did you wish 
you were slumming it down in the proletarian scrum of the Unimportant People 
Section? Hardly. A rose by any other pretext still smells as sweet, doesn’t it? Do you 
think God will know or care if you only buy gifts for people you know will feel obli- 
gated to give you something back? Doesn’t it seem a bit arrogant to assume God 
is checking in on you personally? Doesn’t He have bigger fish to fry? For instance: 
You gotta figure Kim Kardashian is getting more heavenly attention than you, if 
only because of media saturation. In fact, she might be sucking up all the creator’s 
time - just like she does CNN’s. There is a very good chance - in a spiritual sense 
at least - that you’re flying way under the radar. That’s a liberating thought, isn’t it? 
Maybe all you have to do to punch your ticket to paradise is make sure your moral 
compass doesn’t point to hard toward Jersey Shore. Or maybe there’s no paradise 
at all. Maybe the terrestrial plane is the only plane you get to board and it’s up to 
you and the rest of the passengers to tidy up the aisles. That last scenario makes 
a pretty strong argument against buying more shit, but damn it all, it’s the season 
of giving, and the easiest way to show you’re giving is to actually give something 
tangible - something you can wrap in paper or at least drop into one of those gift 
bags that show you’ve had it with gift wrapping. As much as you would like to 
stimulate the national economy, you might want to reign in your ambition and 
start local. Selfish as it seems, local stimulation feels pretty good. Try it and see 
for yourself this weekend at the 10th anniversary of the Cherrywood Art Fair, an 
annual event that showcases original art from lots of local artists as well as food 
from local food trucks and five music.
